Big 4 Reported Agreed 
That Maza’s Compro- 


mise Is Only Way to 


End Impasse. 


UNITED NATIONS, Dec. 17 
(UP)—General Assembly Presi- 
dent Jose Maza today said he 
intends to press his plan to 
settle the deadlocked United 
Nations Security Council elec- 
tion by lot despite a sharp re- 
buff. 

Russia was reported to have 
dropped its objection to the pro- 
posal to split the two-year term 
beginning Jan. 1 between Yugo- 
slavia and the Philippines. The 
Russians last night declared this 
procedure ‘not normal” and 
questioned its legality. 

The 76-nation Assembly, in a 
rebellious mood, refused to give 
the required two-thirds majority 
for any candidate last night. 
even though the Philippines and 
Yugoslavia—the countries dead- 
locked after 35 ballots—agreed 
to Maza’s plan. 

Maza’s Plan. 

The plan, indorsed by Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr. for the United 
States and Sir Pierson Dixon 
for Britain was this: 

Brig. Gen. Carlos P. Romulo 
of the Philippines and Leo 
Mates of Yugoslavia agreed to 
have Maza draw lots to deter- 
mine which should retire from 
the race. The Philippines lost 
the drawing. ay 

Although the U.N. Charter 
provides that non-permanent 
members of the Security Coun- 
cil are elected for two-year 
terms, it was agreed that Yugo- 


Slavia would serve the first 12 
months and resign, with the 
Philippines being elected to 


serve the second 
“unexpired term.’ 

A parade of delegates ques- 
tioned the constitutionality of 
the plan and many refused to 
commit themselves to a prede- 
termined vote for the Security 
Council in 1956.

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Theory That North Star Circles 


Invisible Partner Is Confirmed 


Finding Comes After 60 Years of Study— 


Proves Polaris Actually Is System 
of 3 Stellar Bodies. 


BERKELEY, Calif., Dec. 17 
(UP)—The theory that the north 
star is forever circling in a 
tight little orbit around an in- 
visible companion has received 


its first confirmation, the Uni-— 


versity of California announced 
today. 

Confirmation was made by 
Dr. Elizabeth Roemer who con- 
ducted her research at the 
university's Lick observatory on 
Mount Hamilton and on the 
Berkeley campus. It Was a re- 
quirement of her Ph.D. degree. 

An intensive study 


been taken at Lick since 1896 
resulted in her findings. The 
spectrograms revealed shifts in 
the spectrum of light emitted 
by the star and permitted meas- 
urement of its velocity around 
its radius. From these meas- 
urements, Dr. Roemer was able 
to deduce the existence of the 
invisible partner. 

With this confirmation, 
astronomers now know that the 
north star actually is a system 
of three stellar bodies, only 
one of which can be seen by 
the unaided eve. The second 
can be seen through a telex ope, 
but the hitherto unproved third

AMERICA’S TWO FIRM ALLIES in 
the Far East are Chiang Kai-Shek of For- 
mosa and Syngman Rhee in South Korea. 
The very closeness of their embrace is 
in many ways a great disadvantage, as 
the action of the Nationalist Chinese in 
the United Nations in using the veto 
against Outer Mongolia has demonstrated. 
This has brought a storm of protest in 
Japan, the Asian nation which must at 
all costs be kept within the free orbit. It 
is being widely said in Japan, both by 
officials privately and in the press, that 
the United States must have wanted this 
outcome or Washington would have taken 
some action to stop the move that in the 
end prevented admission of Japan. 


Both Rhee and Chiang are a threat to 
friendly and co-operative relationships be- 
tween Japan and the United States. As a 
result of his. years in exile while Korea 
was occupied by the Japanese, Rhee has 
an unrelenting hatred and suspicion of 
Japan, He has time and again blocked 
moves to ease the serious economic situa- 
tion in his own country by dealing with 
Japan even though American policy was 
to encourage such exchange. 

Korea is at best a hazardous holding 
operation with American forces compelled 
to keep a constant watchful eye on Rhee 
lest he embark on an “incident” which 
eould mean a new Korean war. Gasoline 
must be strictly rationed and Korean 
troops are required to show that they have 
expended ammunition issued for training 
purposes. This static holding operation is 
costing the United States upwards of sev- 
en hundred millions annually, and very 
little real improvement in the South Ko- 
rean economy can be shown. One reason 
is that South Korea is a food-producing 
area; industry and electric power are in 
the north, 


Formosa is also a static holding opera- 
tion. While there have been additions to 
the Nationalist force, Chiang’s army is 
growing old, with the veterans he brought 
with him to the island now past combat 
age. 

As for Japan, the fheasures to hold this 
Zreatest Asian center of -industry and 
skills within the Western sphere are 
essentially economic. The Japamese must 
have access to the American market even 
though giving them access to that market 
means special adjustments at home with 
American Government help, if necessary. 
If the Japanese do not find an outlet for 
their skills, their ingenuity and their ex- 
¢raordinary capacity for work in the West, 
@hen they will surely turn to Bed China.

HE FORD FOUNDATION this week gave half a billion dollars worth of 
encouragement to the idea that college teachers of liberal arts and sci- 


ences are important to our society and deserve to be paid a lot more 


money than they are now getting. 


This, in a few words, is the meaning of 


the largest single grant in the history of philanthropy, : 


The Ford Foundation thereby relieved 
itself of several embarrassments, though 
the relief of its most serious embarrass-

| “An experiment involving a million or 
| two is interesting,” as one Foundation 

staff member put it, “but in terms of 

billions it becomes explosive.” 

For example, an alternative to rais- 
ing college faculty salaries was to reward 
colleges which give bachelor of arts de- 
grees in two years. The idea would be to 
keep open the path to a “college educa- 
tion” to everyone who wanted it—an in- 
creasing flow—while in effect doubling 
the plant capacity of existing institutions. 
Qualified scholars could go on for more 
intensive training 

“But with the funds at our disposal,” 
one Foundation man said, “we would not 
be experimenting—we would succeed in 
revolutionizing the whole educational sys- 
tem. And what if we turned out to be 
wrong?” 

Even after deciding to preserve existing 
institutions without far-reaching experi- 


_ ments, the “problem of bigness” had to be 


faced. The whole project began with the 
$50,000,000 grant announced last spring, 
which will go to 126 colleges and universi- 
ties as a reward for having increased fae- 
ulty salaries voluntarily. With the Foun- 
dation’s resources, a much greater “reward 
grant’ might have been made; studies 
showed such institutions tended to be the 
“best” in informed opinion.

HE defense budget for fiscal year 1957, which will be about a billion dol- 
lars higher than expenditures for the current fiscal year, carries an in- 
——s 


crease of about $300,000,000 for guided missiles above current expendi- 
tures of $750,000,000 and additional funds for intensified research and de- 


velopment of missiles. 


This will be the first budget to re- 
flect the gradual substitution of new weap- 
ons for old and the concept that an all- 
out nuclear war will be short. 


Substantial savings will be made by 
reduction of expenditures for stand-by 
facilities, mobilization reserves and re- 
serve stockpiles of tools and machinery. 
Already a freeze on expenditure of $200,- 
000,000 appropriated for a reserve of 
machine tools has been put into effect. 

The increased emphasis on missiles was 
forecast by Secretary of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson at his press conference Nov. 
16 and again on Dec. 10, when he an- 
nounced that progress on intercontinental 
and intermediate range ballistic missiles 
had. been such “as to now require an ex- 
pansion of development and testing fa- 
cilities, and the establishment of specific 
responsibilities for each of the “services.”

In addition to the fact that progress on 
long-range ballistic missiles has reached 
a stage where intensive devebopment is 
justified, it is the opinion of top defense 
and intelligence officials that the Soviet 
Union probably has advanced farther iz 


| this field than the United States. 


In missiles development, the Russians 
took over the German V-2 ballistic missile 


_and many German scientists. Long before 
_ the United States had made any intensive 


effort on medium and long-range ballis- 
tic missiles it was known that the Soviets 
had extended the range of their missiles 
to such an extent that the Baltic sea mis- 
sile range had become too shert and the 
effort had to be moved to Siberia. 


Defense officials fear that just as the 
Russians carried out suecessful crash proe 
grams to develop and manufacture MIG 
fighters and the new jet bombers, se they 
may have been equally successful in crash 
programs on long-range ballistic missiles. 


The United States is unable to set up 
a crash program because scientists are not 
available in adequate numbers nor are the 
majority of those available willing in time 
of peace to forego their normal careers 
and interests for Government service. 

The ballistic missile is propelled with 
rocket engines with thrusts of hundreds 
of thousands of foot-pounds, 10 te 30 


times the power of any jet engines in | 
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existence. Ten pounds of fuel is required 
for each pound of missile. 

The medium- and long-range ballisfic 
missiles wil] travel at speeds.of from 
8000 to 15,000 miles per hour, will rise 
hundreds of miles above the earth and 
will become white hot from friction as 
they re-enter the atmosphere. The hardest 
problem of the scientists at the present 
stage of development is to prevent the 
missile from burning up, like a meteor, 
as it comes down. 

The missile’s speed is so great that it 
arrives ahead of its sound. An observer 
near the target might see it as a flaming 
meteor for 10 er 1% seconds, but would 
never hear it. 

There is no known means of intercepting 
a ballistic missile. Hence, it is called the 
ultimate weapon. Scientists are, however, 
dreaming of defensive missiles that wili 
be triggered automatically by the hostile 
missile and will rise and strike home on it. 

The most successful missile developed 
by the United States is the Army’s Red- 
stone, developed at the Redstone (Ala.) 
arsenal by American and German scien- 
tists headed by the German missile ex- 
pert, Werner von Braun, who was instru- 
mental in developing the German V-2. 
This has proceeded far enough so that 
Chrysler a year ago was given a contract 
for pilet production. 

The range of Redstone is secret. Guesses 
have varied from 200 to 600 miles. It is 
slim, five feet in diameter, and 60 feet 
tall. A launching pad and a seven-story 
servicing structure have beew constructed | 


for it at Patrick Air Force Base, Florida.

@€d presented an inaccurate picture. 
The only true case is that involv- 

ing Grover Cleveland He was 

elected in 1892, after being defeated 
in 1888. However, he received more 
popular votes than did Harrison ‘the 
one elected). Also, he had been 
elected President in 1884 — thus 
being the only candidate having been 
elected, defeated and then re-elected. 

Andrew Jackson was defeated in 
71824, but actually he received more 


of the Post-Dispatch: 


votes than his elected opponent, 
John Quincy Adams. Due to the 
fact there were four candidates 


(there being no two-party system), 
no one received a majority of elec- 
toral votes, and although Jackson 
got the most, the House of Repre- 
sentatives elected Adams. 

Jackson was not in the position of 
having been turned down by the 
voters. The case of Jefferson arose 
before there was a popular vote. 
The President was elected by elec- 
toral votes cast by men chosen by 
state legislatures. Jefferson got the 
second highest and became Vice 
President. 

John Quincy Adams was not a de- 
feated candidate in 1820. This was 
the era of good feeling, and Monroe 
was re-elected almost unanimously. 
There was only one party, and both 
Monroe and Adams were members 
-—-in fact, Adams served in Monroe's 
Cabinet. 

Monroe was re-elected, but to pre- 
vent him from sharing honors with 
George Washington for being elected 
unanimously, one vote (‘just one) 
was cast for Adams. 

In 1836 the Democrats ran Van 
Buren, but the Whigs ran three can- 
didates. Thus Harrison's support was 
scattered, and it is unfair to con- 
“sider him the defeated candidate in 
the modern sense 

Thus, in truth, under our modern 
two-party system with the people 
choosing the President, only Grover 
Cleveland stands in the position of 
being elected after being defeated. 
And then when he was defeated, he 
actually received the most popular 
votes. 

Obviously, neither Adlai Stevenson 
nor Tom Dewey stand in a similar 
position.

In Two Capitals 


American foreign policy was on display in 
two world capitals last week, and the contrast 
was striking. 

In Paris, Secretary Dulles attended a meeting 
of NATO foreign ministers which reaffirmed the 
solidarity of the Atlantic community and re- 
emphasized the strength of American leadership 
in European defense. 

In New York, the closing days of the General 
Assembly session displayed American leader- 
ship in the United Nations at its most confused 
and weakest. The firm majority we used to 
lead on every major issue has clearly melted 
away. 

Why such a wide gap between the respect this 
country commanes in NATO and in the United 
Nations? It is essential to ask this question, 
for our declining influence in the U.N. is closely 
linked to one of the most pressing problems 
confronting us—our relations with the under- 
developed lands of Asia, Africa and the Middle 
East. It is these countries that regularly now 
reject American leadership in the U.N., and it 
is they that are bejng so sedulously wooed. by 
the Kremlin. 

* . 

In NATO, our national purposes are clear, 
Steadfast, enlightened, and Based on a com- 
munity of interest with our partners. This is 
why Secretary Dulles can go to Paris and ob- 
tain unanimous support for the strengthening 
of European defenses by building a radar screen 
and establishing new tactical air arrangements. 
This is why the NATO members can resist Mos- 
cow's divisive tactics by reaffirming their in- 
terest in Berlin and considering steps to 
strengthen their political and economic unlly. 

Collective defense of the common security is 
a great and idea. 
When American foreign policy serves that prin- 
ciple, it is effective and surefooted. 

Yet military defense, essentia] though it be, 
is negative. As atomic stalemate reduces the 
danger of a consciously planned world war, as 
the Soviet bloc exploits economic and political 
rather than military opportuniies in Asia, it is 
imperative that we develop another string to 
our bow—something as effective on the positive 
side as NATO is on the defensive side. 

If we ark why we have lost followers in the 
U.N., the answer must be that we have failed 
to pursue there purposes as clecsr and straight- 
forward and defensible as those we carry out in 
NATO. We have too often used the U.N, as a 
saunding board for propaganda. We have too 
often tried to make it an instrument of our 
own national policy. We have too often imi- 
tated the pressure tactics which brought the 
Russians into disrepute. And we have been 


too often associated with the wrong causes.

Undoubtedly it was our tie-up with Chiang 
Kai-shek which caused our poor showing on the 
issue of new members. In the long deadlock 
over elections to the Security Council, our dele- 
gation demanded a seat for the 
Philippines which with consent had 
been allocated to Eastern Europe. On both of 
these issues we lost the support not only of 
many Asian and African nations but of some of 
our own NATO allies. 

In the U.N., as in our relations with the new 
nations of the ex-colonial world, we must have 
fresh new ideas and a firm resolution to win 
friends by developing with them a community 
of interest. As Marquis W. Childs writes from 
the Far East on the preceding page, American 
reliance on military pacts gives our policy in 
that region “a dated look.” It will continue 
to have a dated look if, as now forecast, the 
Administration seeks a foreign aid program 
which triples military assistance while increas- 
ing economic aid only 18 per cent. 

Truly we need, in Mr. Childs’s words, a “real- 
istic recasting of policy in this part of the world 
in terms of deeds and not merely words.”

Air Safety in the Jet Age 

Although the commercial aviation safety rec- 
ord in the United States is a relatively good one 
there have been clear warnings that safety im- 
provements are necessary. They have come from 
the airlines, the Air Line Pilots Association, the 
Air Force and persons in federal agencies con- 
cerned with air safety 

What they add up to seems to be that safety 
is close to being in the static stage. That is not 
good, particularly with the era of jet transporta- 
tion about to cross the threshold. The groups 
mentioned above have indicated that traffic con- 
trol in the skies, partieularly around major air- 
ports, is outmoded for present day planes. Be-

The idea of a nationa' “soil bank,” 
harks back to the early New Deal days of Triple- 
A and Henry Wallace, has become attractive to 
both major parties and may figure in the elec- 
tion campaign. 

Secretary of Agriculture Benson says the Pres- 
ident's Agricultural Advisory Commission has 
given “general approval” to a soil bank plan. Mr. 
Benson speaks of paying farmers up to $400.- 
000,000 the first year, in a 10-year program to 
retire crop lands to grass, forage and trees. 

Senator Humphrey of Minnesota has proposed 

Payments twice as large, and other Democrats 
want a larger program. Hence the political ar- 
gument is likely to center first on the amount of 
money to be spent, when it might be asked 
whether the soil bank principle itself deserves 
guch stature as a campaign issue. 
‘ The soil bank conserves resources, and helps 
to support farm income and control production. 
Byt Secretary Benson, criticized though he is in 
farm circles, sai@ one thing with which most 
farmers will agree: “A soil bank ehould not be 
regarded as a panacea for all our accumulated 
agricultura? fils.” 

It is not a panacea because retiring crop lands 
afone will not control crops, or protect farm in- 
¢ome, Increasing agricultural efficiency is a 
fact of economic tife. And a farmer used te 
growing two ears of corn where one grew hefore 
will try to grow three en every acre left te him 
By a soil bank plan.

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The Right Way of Revision 

The submission of Mayor Tucker's charte? 
ordinance to the Aldermen by an obviously hos- 
tile committee means the rapid approach of a 
show-down .on whether or not St. Louis shall 
have a modernized city government. The Mayor 
has promised to go before the Board Jan. 13 to 
present again the arguments for the election of 
a board of freeholders. After a year’s study, 
this board would submit a modernized city 
charter to the voters. 

The case for such revision is overwhelming. 
The charter adopted in 1914 is no longer ade- 
quate. Its provisions for the collecting and 
spending of money are far too cumbersome, 
Functions which have greatly increased in im- 
portance in the last 41 ;ears are divided among 
various city departments in hodge-podge fash- 
ion. Functions not then anticipated can be 
exercised only by getting the Legislature's per- 
mission every two years. 

All this forces city administrations into de- 
lays and inefficiencies. It creates uncertainties 
about municipal income and so precludes sound 
planning. The Board's Committee on Legisla- 
tion admitted all this by submitting 10 charter 
amendments—with more to come. But as its 
one dissenting member, Fred W. Haag, Twelfth 
Ward Republican, pointed out: 


Any attempt to effectuate a partly new 
charter by ‘amendments in the quantity 
here proposed must of necessity fail be- 
cause such an attempt can only be unscien- 
tific and impractical. 

The only wey, he said, is the way of “com- 


plete revision in the form of a brand-new char- 
ter.” Such a charter may retain features of the 
old, but it would be an intelligent combination 
of old and new. It would be submitted as a 
whole while amendments mean tedious patch- 
work, always involving the risk of serious con- 
tradictions. 

There is, in short, one right way to do the 
job of charter revision. The community looks 
to the Board of Aldermen to make this way 
possible. 

While awaiting action in January, earnest 
thought should be given to the nomination of 
freeholders. It would be tragic if a board were 
to be loaded with members hostile to its pur- 
pose. The time between the adoption of the 
ordinance and the final filing date for can- 
didates will be short.

This is the time of year when the quaint little 
New England village stores and even more 
quaint “trading posts” on the edge of the New 
Mexico desert compete with the big stores of 
the big cities—by mail. For weeks their cata- 
logues have been coming with every mail, com- 
ing to our rescue 

That we need to be rescued is the common 
premise of virtually all of them. They are sure 
we are absolutely stopped by the problem of a 
cute, original, different—and inexpensive — 
Christmas gift for Aunt Tillie and everybody 
else on our list. And they have the answers: 
figurines of nuns playing baseball, barbecue 
aprons imprinted with devilish remarks, paper 
cocktail napkins with even more devilish car- 
toons, fantastic bottle-openers, fancy pharmaceu- 
tical jars, mechanical pencils which also are six- 
inch rulers, gay kerchiefs and coy table mats, 
plastic ice cubes moulded around a fly, artcraft 
ash trays, paper weights that double as magni- 
fying glasses, and an ever amazing variety of 
“His” or “Her” items. 

What restrains us from sending off bigger 
orders than we should is the mystery of what 
happens to such things, say, a week after Christ- 
mas. But that has never kept us from poring 
over these indicators of current American fads, 
fancies, foibles, and mores. We even save some 
from the waste-basket, especially those which 
come so close to persuading us that we can 
afford a set of matched rods at $200 each, in a 
leather case $50 extra. Someday we will find 
ourselves with ‘those rods—and the bill. 
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A Mayor’s Gift for a Senator 

Mayor Robert F. Wagner of New York City 
has donated $1000 to The American Museum of 
Immigration in honor of his father, and we think 
citizens will welcome a brief explanation. The 
museum is to be established at the foot of the 
Statue of Liberty to honor the contributions of 
immigrants to a nation created by immigrants. 

The Mayor's gift and the Mayor's father are 
an example of the idea symbolized by this mu- 
seum. The late Robert F. Wagner Sr. came to 
this country from Germany as a youth, and 
served for 25 vears in the United States Senate. 
Who does not know of Senator Wagner and the 
Wagner Act? But the gift in his name is merely 
one of many for the AMI headquarters at 270 
Park avenue, New York. For this museum will be 
built by the American people for themselves.

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Where Ideas Are Aired 

It would be a graceless omission to let this 
vear run out—as it soon will—without noting 
that it brought the thirtieth anniversary of 
The Virginia Quarterly Review and the forty- 
fifth of The Yale Review, or indeed to say a word 
of appreciation for such similar publications as 
The Kenyon Review, The American Scholar, the 
Chicago Quarterly, The Antioch Review,. the 
Sewanee Quarterly and those others which have 
fallen heir to the label of “little magazines."’ 

They are “little” only in cireulation, often 
being “big’’ in format and in content. They have 
been under fire for devoting too much space to 
the “new criticism,” but in this they only reflect 
the fact that currently some of our better writers 
are more interested in criticism than in creative 
writing. Some of this criticism has been carried 
to esoteric extremes, but examination will show 
that the best of it has point not only for litera- 
ture, but also for living. As for fiction, it has 
been a long time since a volume of “The Best 
Short Stories” has appeared without an example 
from The Kenyon Review. 

More importantly, these magazines have made 
important contributions to social, economic and 
political thinking. Thus the anniversary number 
of The Virginia Quarterly is given over to an 
examination of vartous aspects of the passing of 
the Old South, and the latest number of The 
Yale Review contains articles on the American 
scientist, coloftial Communism, and education by 
Lée A. DuBridge, Nathaniel Peffer and James 
Sryant Conant. 

Perhaps these magazines are not for the fic- 
tional “tired businessman,” Dut they do provide 
for the airing of ideas which eventually may 
reach far beyond their circulation fists. They 
provide much of the yeast of American thought.

Educator views our colleges as examples of America’s faith in 
of the free mind, which has produced unique social and material 
progress; recent reaction violated this tradition and imitated 
our enemies; today nation needs faith in itself to lead world. 


From an address by Glenn R. Morrow, Professor of Philosophy, Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, at the Installation of Robert L. L. Davidson as 
President of Westminster College, Fulton 


The faith that underlies the commit- 
ments of both parties in this ceremony 
is a faith in the cultivation of the mind, 
or more properly, a faith in that kind 
of cultivation of the mind that we asso- 
ciate with colleges and universities. Let 
us call it the cultivation of the free 
mind, for that is what higher education 
essentially is. 


This faith in the cultivation of the 
free mind is strdng and deeply rooted 
in us. It is a faith as old as our coun- 
try. It was first shown in the founding 
of Harvard College, just six years after 
the landing at Plymouth Rock. Today 
there are close to a 
thousand colleges 
Scattered over our 
broad land. Why 
this strong and 
deeply rooted faith? 

If we consider 
for a moment what 
this spread of high- 
er education has 
done for America, 
I think we will see 
at least part of the 
answer. A _ nation 
that wishes to make 
the fullest use of 
the ability and in- 
telligence of its cit- 
izens will see to it that this intelligence 
has an opportunity to develop, by being 
confronted, not merely with the ele- 
ments of Jearning and skill, but with 
the whole panorama of science and art 
and history that is spread before us in 
higher education. “Your young men 
shall see visions,” says the prophet. 


New Ideas From Free Minds 


Not even the prophet could have 
foreseen the visions that we have had 
in the. two centuries and more of our 
history. The new ideas that have sprung 
from our free minds, and the habit we 
have acquired of looking always for a 
better way, have made us the most 
rapidly changing of all nations. 

Inventions of thes past century and 
a half have brought about a greater 
change in the physical basis of man’s 
life than occurred in all previous his- 
tory since the time of the Greeks. 

But these are not the only visions we 
have had. New conceptions of property, 
new principles of taxation, new ideas 
of the role of government, collective 
bargaining, the graduated income tax, 
social security—these are only a few 
of the social and moral inventions that 
the free intelligence of our citizens has 
made into working realities. 


We Americans have met these new 
problems and have solved them more 
successfully, I believe, than any other 
nation. We have confounded the 
prophecies of the Marxists and set a mo- 
mentous example of radical yet peace- 
ful change within the structure of our 
law and tradition. 


Responsibility and Leadership 


This is an immense achievement. I 
believe we should emphasize this fact, 
because just mow we seem to be less 
sure of ourselves than we should be. 

We have had thrust upon us the lead- 
ership of one of two hostile coalitions 
between which our world is divided. 
This is a posjtiorm we did not seek, a ~- 
sition whose responsibilities are heavy. 


But it is a position that calls for those 
very qualities of flexible intelligence 
and ingenious invention that have dis- 
tinguished us in the past. Unfortunately 
our first reactions to the new role have 
not always been happy. At the end of 
World War I, we tried to evade the ob- 
ligations of leadership, only to find it 


brought back to us at the end of World ~ 


War II without possibility of evasion. 
We learned the eancept of total war 


from our recent enemies, and quickly 
showed ourselves masters in the art of 
annihilating civilians as well as com- 
batants. We are imitating another ene- 
my today, thinking to tind security by 
means that he thinks necessary for 
himself, adopting his devices for shield- 
ing his people from outside influences. 
We are beginning to think of our way 
of life as a citadel against the enemy, 
instead of an open road along which 
we invite him to follow us. 


During the past three years we have 
lived through an experience distressing 
indeed fo those who cherish the idea 
of a nation of free minds, using to the 
full its resources of critical intelligence 
to meet our pressing problems. Happily 
we have survived the crisis of the fever 
that struck us; but as we look back upon 
it we can only count our losses. 


A Scramble for Security 


We lost prestige abroad. “How could 
such a thing happen in America?” our 
friends there ask again and again. 

The operation of government depart- 
ments was hampered and disrupted. 
Men whose intelligence would have 
been a great asset were forced out of 
public service on charges preferred by 
persons whose identity was seldom re- 
vealed and whose accusations usually 
amounted to no more than suspicion. 


Our public schools—teachers, school 
boards and administrators alike—were 
intimidated. Even our colleges and uni- 
versities felt the heavy hand of the 
inquisition, an inquisition that brought 
to light, I believe, not a single case of 
treasonable activity, but left behind it, 
hanging over these centeys of free in- 
quiry, an immense cloud of suspicion. 

These are net losses, and losses that 
we can ill afford at a time when we 
need all the resources of goodwill and 
intelligence that we can muster, both 
at home and abroad. Instead of hus- 
banding these resources, we have squan- 
dered them recklessly, in a_ short- 
Sighted scramble for’ security against 
fears we did not understand and ene- 
mies we could not identify. 


Survival Depends on Thought 


These reactions bear the stamp of 
panic and hysteria; they are anything 
but fitting in a situation that demands 
clarity of mind and an infinite flex- 
ibility in ideas and policies. It de- 
mands that we cherish with special 
loyalty our ancient ideal of a society 
of free minds. 


This is not only loyalty to the tradi- 
tion from which our nation has drawn 
its inspiration; it is simply hard common 
sense in a world constantly calling for 
readjustments in our thinking, a world 
where our very survival will depend 
upon our ability to outthink the in- 
genious enemy that seems determined 
to destroy us. 

Our differences with him cannot prop- 
erly be resolved by force; on that both 
he and we seem now to be agreed. The 
contest is one of ideas, of programs, of 

olicies competing for the approval and 
ntelligence of the world. This is no 
time to place a premium upon con- 
formity, te force our best minds into 
silence and to penalize those who assert 
their rights as thinkers to advrse and 
dissent. 

Our colleges and universities are the 
sensitive center of a free society, a 
society that derives its strength from 
the loyalty and ingenuity of its free 
minds. God forbid that we should 
abandon that faith.

JERUSALEM, Dee. 17 (AP). 


N the studied opinion of most foreign observers and diplomats 
here, neither Israel nor the Arab states want war. Neverthe- 
less, after six years of repeatedly violated truce, no formula | 


has been found to bring the two sides together to seek a way 
to peace with or without outside mediation. 

What began as a feud over desert frontiers has taken on 
added importance since Soviet Russia arranged the Czech arms 
deal with Egypt in October. The border war could possibly 


touch off World War III. 


“The situation is 
steadily more difficult,” says 
Canadian Maj. Gen. E. L. M. | 
Burns, U.N. truce supervisor. | 
“There is no indication of any 
real progress toward a solu- 
tion.” 

Prime Minister Sir Anthony 
Eden of Britain and United 
States Secretary of State John | 
Foster Dulles have proposed 
negotiations on frontier conces- 
sions. Egyptian Premier Col. 
Abdul Nasser has refused to 
deal with Israel. Israel’s silver- 
haired Prime Minister David 
Ben-Gurion has offered to sit | 
down for direct talks “with any 
of the Arab rulers,” but he re- | 
jected any suggestion that Is- | 
rael make territorial “conces-| 
sions.” 

Concession Problem. 

Concessions was perhaps an 
ill-chosen word. The prestige 
of Nasser’s government in his 
own country and in the Arab 
world might not survive con- | 
cessions to Israel. Ben-Gurion’s 
coalition government might not | 
survive concessions to the Arab | 
states. 

Ben-Gurion himself left the 
door open, He told the par- | 
liament in mid-November that | 
Israel is willing to consider | 
“mutually beneficial adjust- 
ments” of the frontier. That | 
phrase might serve better than 
the word concessions. 

A major problem involves the 
700,000 to 900,000 Arab refugees 
left homeless after the fight | 
for Palestine. Officially, Israel | 
says it cannot take any of them 
in. Unofficial sources have hint- 
ed, however, that it might agree | 
to absorb some token figure, | 
say 100,000 to 150,000. Israel | 
already has some 250,000 Arabs | 
in its borders. Israel's victories | 
over the Arabs in the 1948 war | 
may have left some false im- 
pressions. Israel is stronger 
than it was in 1948, but so 
are the Arab states, particu- 
larly Egypt, with tanks, jet 
planes, heavy guns and sub- 
marines from Czechoslovakia. | 

Confidence in Israel. 

There is confidence in Israe], 
but not over-confidence. Front- 
line officers of the tough little 
Israeli army speak of the Egyp- 
tian soldier in more compli- 
mentary terms. 

Most of the trouble in recent 
months has been between Is- 
rael and Egypt. 

Jordan, the Israeli Foreign 
Ministry is inclined to believe, 
would be willing to work out 
better relations. There is no 
real trouble’ on the Lebanon 
front. Despite saber-rattling by 
Syria and Iraq, these are not 
points of great concern: Iraq 
has no frontier with Israel, 
Syria has been hostile, but 
never committed its armed 
forces to more than minor bor- 
der frays. | 

Both sides are being forced | 
to waste manpower. Both are 
diverting to the military mil- | 
lions of dollars that could be 
used in development of their 
countries. Perhaps Israel feels 
the expense most sharply, but |

In seven years, Israel has 
doubled its population, pro- 
duced its way out of rationing, 
and taken long strides toward 
industrialization. This has been 


accomplished despite the neces- 


sity of keeping all youths from 
18 to 202 years of“age under 
arms and pouring one sixth of 
its total budget into defense ex- 


' penditures. 


Israel has 8000 square miles 
—about the size of New Jersey 
—280 miles long and 70 miles 
wide at its widest part. Into 
this area, half of it desert and 
mountains, it has absorbed an 
inrush of immigration that has 
boosted its population from 
750,000 in 1948 to 1,646,000. 

Immigrant Influx. 

Most of these immigrants 
came here almost penniless. 
Less than 50 per cent of the 
men and less than 10 per cent 
of the women had been gain- 
fully employed in the countries 
from which they came. Now 
87 per cent of them have been 
housed. About the same num- 


_ber have been employed, mostly 


in agriculture. Next year 45,000 
more immigrants are to be 
brought in, mostly from Mo- 
rocco.

Israel's greatest 
single exnense. Neither this 
flood of immicrants nor the 
countr’’s rapid development 
could have been possible with- 
out financial assistance from 
abroad. Part of that aid was in 
inter-governmental grants, 
mostly from the United States, 
but a much bigger figure was 
contributed by world Jewry. 

Israel's government figures | 
the country can be self-support- | 
ing in seven to eight years. Cit- | 
rus crops are still Israel’s big- | 
gest export money winner — 
$36,000,000 last year out of a 
total export of $87,000,000. The 
is still unfavor- 
able. Israel’s imports last year | 
amounted to more than $297,- 
000.000. 

Currency has been devalued 
twice, finally down to 1.800 
Israeli pounds to. the dollar. 
Currently the currency appears 
to be stable. 

Ben-Gurion, now 69 and in 
none too good health, has just 
come back as Premier after 
two years. He formed a coalition 
government of his own Mapai, 
social democratic labor party; 
Achduth Avodah, unity of la- 
bor; Mapam, left labor; Pro- 
gressive, a left liberal party; 
and Mizrachi, orthodox reli- 
gious. Outside the government 
are the Communists, the right-

ty, the ultra-orthodox Agodath 


Israel party, and Heruth, the 
extreme nationalist party of 
Menachim Begin. 

Mapai, with 40 seats in the 
120-seat Knesset, is the coun- | 
try’s largest party.

American diplomats and busi- |

Many Americans and Britons, |

decision” for the Middle East. 
aod America’s future in the | 
area, They are convinced there 
is very real danger of larme- | 
scale Soviet penetration of this 
strategic land bridge between 
Asia and Africa and the desert 
sands and rugged hills that 
cover more than half the 
world’s oil which now goes to 
the West. 

Fear of Israel. 

Many American newcomers 
@re astounded at the depth of 
anti-American feeling among 
the Arabs and wondering why. 
The Arab answer is: “Israel.” 
Rightly or wrongly, most Arabs 
fear the Israelis more than the 
threat of Communism. 

Arabs overlook their own dis- | 
wnity and blame the United 
States—and Britain to a lesser 
cegree—for the loss of their 
lands to Israel. They say Israel 
never would have been carved 
out of Palestine in 1948 without 
the support of the West. They 
point to Israeli bond drives 
gaising millions of dollars in 
the United States as proof that

Americans support Israel 


against the Arabs. 


Many suspicious Arabs see 
the proposed American - fi- 
nanced Jordan valley irrigation 
scheme and refugee resettle- 
ment plans as “tricks” for the 
ultimate benefit of Israel. 

Moslem Arabs are tradition- | 
ally anti-Communist, but Com- 
munism is no longer a nasty | 
word since the Czechs began 
selling arms to Egypt and since 
Russia offered to build an oil | 
refinery in Syria and aid in 
Egypt's big Nile river Aswan 
dam project. 

American and British diplo- 
mats are warning their govern- | 
ments a compromise solution | 
to the conflict must be found 
soon. They fear a new flareup | 
of big-scale fighting — which | 
would profit only the Commu- 
nists, no matter who wins—if | 
peace efforts fail. 


Britain’s Prime Minister An- 
thony Eden first used the word 
“compromise” last month. In 
public statements, at least, each 
side insists that the other do 
the compromising. ° 

There are many points of dis- 
agreement, but the main stum 
bling blocks are: 

1. Territory. The Arabs want |

One major reason for this | 
is that much of what is said | 
about Humphrey is true..His | 
conservatism irks progressives 
in both parties, but he is gen- 


cowed with vigor, intelligence, | 
decisiveness, simplicity, integ- | 
rity, courage, common sense 
and personal charm. 

He is therefore a dangerous 
enemy, a persuasive advocate 
and ‘an invaluable ally. He is 
not only the most powerful 
chief the Treasury has had in 
many years, but he is credited 
with hav.ng raised nearly 
$1,000,000 for the Republicans 
this year. He is one of his 
party's most popular speakers 
for fund-raising and other 
gatherings. / 

No Desire to Leave Post. 

There is every indication 
Humphrey will continue’ to 
dominate the Eisenhower cabi- 
net and retain his prestige, par- 
ticularly during the period of 
the President's convalescence. 
Humphrey has no desire to 
leave Government service any 
time soon. 

If Mr. Eisenhower does not 
seek a second term, Humphrey 
would be the first choice of the 
country’s conservative business 
men, but these men realize re- 
luctantly that the possibility of 
a Humphrey candidacy is re- | 
mote. Humphrey, who has no. 
pretensions and no _ illusions, 
privately characterizes the idea 
as nonsense. He does not like 
even to deny publicly he has 
presidential aspirations. 

He feels that Mr. Eisenhower 
should declare his intentions 
before there is public talk of a 
successor. Humphrey's position 
is clearly shown in his personal 


correspondence. He recently 
wrote to a friend: 
“I came to Washington for 


only a relatively short time and 
nothing could induce me to con- 
tinue in public life.” 

With respect to a successor 
to Mr. Eisensower, he said: 

“As I see it, there is no way 
of properly developing this mat- 
ter further at the moment. Un- 
til we see how complete the 


'President’s recovery is and how 


he feel& it seems useless to be- 
gin making other plans.” 
Candidacy ‘Out of Question. 
His own candidacy, he stated 
in another letter, is ‘“‘out of the 
and if there might 
be any doubt about his sincer- 
ity it should be dissipated by 
one line. “I am,” he = said, 
“older than the President.” No 
man who secretly harbored 
White House hopes would be 
likely to write that. Humphrey 
will be 66 next March 8. 
Humphrey's correspondence 
in the past month indicates he 
wanted his position to be known 
without having to discuss it 
publicly himself. To one letter 
he added a handwritten note 
suggesting that an aid take 
steps to make sure that his un- 
equivocal stand was publicized 
indirectly. 


NAVAL AVIATION 
NEARING RECORD 
FOR SAFEST YEAR 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (UP) 
—The year 1955 is about to go 
down as the safest in the his- 
tory of naval aviation, Assistant 
Navy Secretary for Air James 
H. Smith Jr. disclosed today. 


The result, Smith said, will 


be the saving of more than $32,- | 


000,000 in equipment, and, more 
important, about 100 lives— 
about two a week. 

Smith, who two years ago 
ordered an expanded Navy air 
safety program, outlined in an 
interview what he termed the 
“encouraging progress” made 
in the last year in reducing the 
accident rate. Major accidents 
have been cut about one-fourth 
below the 1954 level. They have 
run at the rate of about 3.3 per 
10,000 hours of flying—a com- 


mon measure of safety in fly- 
ing. In 1954, the rate was 
about 4.5. 

Smith said that when it is 


considered that naval and ma- 
rine pilots log more than l,- 
000,000 hours of flying time a 
year, the reduction is bound to 
have an appreciable savings in 
men and equipment. 

He pointed out that the im- 
proved safety record has been 
made at a time when new jet 
planes were being introduced 
into the fleet, more jet hours 
were being flown, and more all- 
weather training is being given, 
all factors which might be ex- 
pected to push the accident 
rate up.

Hanna Co. of Cleveland, a 
$300,000,000 corporation with 
diversified interests in coal, 
iron and steel, chemicals, banks 
and shipping. One of the ma- 
jor Democratic lines of attack 
on the Republican Administra- 
tion is that it is dominated by 
leaders of big business.

What Humphrey did when

At a press conference in De- 
troit, Oct. 11, 1954, Wilson said 
he had “always liked bird dogs 
better than kennel-fed dogs,” 
|implying he had little sympathy

| work. Democrats set up an out- 
‘ery and many Republicans hast- 
ened to dissociate themselves 
from Wilson’s remark.

RIENDS and admirers— 
FF and they are many—of 

the late Irwin Edman, 
whose untimely death oc- 
curred in Sept. 1954, will 
welcome this selection of his 
many writings made by a 
former student and colleague 
at Columbia University. To 
those who are familiar with 
his work the book will recall 
his memory. Those who 
knew him not will find it an 
excellent introduction both 
to a gracious and endearing 
personality and to the mind 
of one of the wisest, wittiest, 
most humane and most hu- 
man of American philoso- 
phers. 

What will especially aston- 
ish the latter is the extraor- 
dinary versatility of the man. 
He wrote in prose and in 
verse, humorously and seri- 
ously. He engaged in solilo- 
quy and in argument. He 
was a keen observer of the 


passing scene as well as a 
thinker about the deeper 
issues of life. 


In an eloquent appreciation 
of his former teacher Dr. 
Frankel says: “Irwin Edman 
never pretended to a wisdom 
that other men did not have, 
and he never claimed that 
he was saying anything new. 
He was radically orthodox— 
in the sense in which the 
man who sees what is cen- 
tral in the human scene in 
any time or place fits in none 
of the sects or schools. What 
he brought was only this un- 
usual capacity of always being 
dead center. He never ran 
to extremes, he was never in 
style or out of style, he was 
immune to the short view 
and the anxious view. He 
spoke with a unique grace 
and lucidity, and there was’ 
about him a festive quality, a 
joy and inner harmony, that 
made men feel that life had 
been somehow celebrated and 
adorned. But he spoke for 
the old, central truths to 
which human beings have 
been recurrently led when 
they have looked beyond the 
fashions and have been hon- 
est, humble and clearhead- 
ed.”

HEN she marries outside

R. WEST’S novel has lit- 
Me suspense and little 

plot for that matter. Its 
effect is that of an informal 
memoir in which many un- 
usual and fascinating inci- 
dents occur, but without ever 
merging into a significant de- 
sign.

T HE world as a rule has to 

wait several generations 

for a definitive ee 
phy of a great man. Dr. Er- 
nest Jones has broken that 
rule and spanned a century 
of waiting with his superb 
biography of Dr. Sigmund 
Freud. The second volume, 
dealing with the period of 
Freud's great discoveries be- 
tween the years 1901-1919 is 
even more exciting than the 
first volume which appeared 
two years ago. 

The time is 1901 and Dr. 
Freud is 45 years old. A des- 
olate silence had greeted the 
publication of his “Interpre- 
tation of Dreams.” Freud 
had referred to the decade 
between 1894-1904 as the 
“years of splendid isolation.” 
Nevertheless, says Dr. Jones, 
he preferred the roar of in- 
vective and abuse which 
broke over his head in 1904 
after the publication of “The 
Case of Dora” and “Three 
Theories on Infantile Sexual- 
ity” to the silence which had 
consigned his previous works 
to obscurity. The heated 
diatribes served to bring his 
writings to the attention of 
the outside world. Notoriety 
slowly changed to fame, and 
his fame crept around the 
world. 

There were times, reports 
biographer Jones, when 
Freud only had two patients. 
The tax return one year was 
go small that the tax collec- 
tor’s office sent him a polite 
note expressing doubt that his 
fmcome was not larger be- 
cause “as everyone knows his 
reputation extends far be- 
yond the frontiers of Aus- 
tria.” To which Freud re- 
“plied with some acerbity: “It 
is the first time the Govern- 
ment has taken notice of him 
and he acknowledges it. 
There is one point in which

ITH great skill and 
W comsiete mastery of his 

subject Dr. Jones writes 
of those years of decision 
when converts flocked to Vi- 
enna to form the first Psy- 
choanalytic society. It is 
ironic to contemplate that of 
the first four to practice 
psychoanalysis after Dr. 
Freud, two disappeared from 
the scene without leaving a 
single contribution, and two 
defected from the movement. 
But those who followed were 
to become not only the apos- 
tles of the new creed, but 
the missionaries whose epis- 
tles were to spread psycho- 
analytic doctrine throughout 
the world. 


Like any new creed this 
one too had its apostates and 
Dr. Jones treats the subject 
of the disaffiliations of Ad- 
ler, Stekel, and Jung with 
penetration and objectivity. 
One is amazed, and perhaps a 
little pleased, to see that 
Freud himself stood helpless 
in the face of unconscious 
motivations. 

Granting all the brilliance 
of his adherents, it was still 
the restless, indefatigable, 
monumental spirit of Freud 
himself which was the moti- 
vating force behind the psy- 


choanalytic movement.  Be- 
hind genius there is_ toil. 
Freud labored 11 hours a 
day, slept only six, gave the 
remaining hours over to con- 
gresses, committees, societies, 
yearbooks, and journals. He 
founded and edited three 
psychoanalytic ~- publications, 
directed a publishing firm, 
wrote over 75 papers and 
books during this period, cov- 
ering such diverse fields as 
the early erotic life of chil- 
dren, slips of the tongue, the 
psychology of wit, prehistoric 
origin of religion, cultural 
anthropology, theories on 
psychosis and neurosis, esthe- 
tics, the concepts of reality 
and pleasure principles, and 
papers on ~~ Fey instinct. 


R. FREUD. had the facil- 
D ity of being able to write 

with the utmost clarity 
and precision on the most 
abtruse subjects. .Dr. Jones, 
in the section entitled 
“Work,” almost outdoes 
Freud. He presents such a 
masterful exposition and clar- 
ification on the latter’s work 
that it may yet become stand- 
ard introduction to Freud's 
writings. 

When Volume II ends Dr. 
Freud is a world figure; psy- 
choanalysis is on the ascend- 
ancy. His theories have been 
formulated and the stage is 
set for the revisions which 
are to come. One can only 
anticipate with 
the third and concluding vol- 
ume of this wonderful biog- 
raphy by Dr. Ernest Jones, 


Honorary President of the 


International Psychoanalytic 
Society, who at the age of 75 
writes with such vigor, style 
and learning that it may yet 
make this biography the 
greatest work among his al- 
ready numerous classic writ- 
ings in psychoanalytic liter- 
ature.

Henry Adams once 
called Our Lady “the great- 
est force the western world 
ever felt.” 

Our Lady of Paris enters 
history meekly enough in 
her first modest seventh cen- 
tury shrine, which was com- 
pletely eclipsed by the more 
splendid church of St. Stev- 
en, Paris’s first patron saint. 
Mr. Temko foreshadows her 
coming in the long, painful 
struggle of early Christian- 
ity over the stubbornly en- 
trenched Druidic rites, and 
in the terrible period of 
amalgamation when, in re- 
mote districts, human sacri- 
fices were made in Druid 
holy places to the new god, 
Christ. 

For two centuries St. Stev- 
en ruled Paris, while Mary 
in her humble church bided 
her time, like the subtle 
queen she has been through 
history. When the Vikings 
conquered and sacked Paris 
in the middle of the ninth 
century it was Mary’s church,

not St. Steven's, which was 
rebuilt. 
After this victory Mary 


reigned over Paris. Her spe- 
cial time was twelfth century 
Capetian France, a pioneer 
country pushing corduroy 
roads south to waken the 
country out of its Dark Ages 
slumber, a time when pioneer 
communities were hacked 
out of the forest and a spurt 
of building took place, with 
vigorous architecture now be- 
ginning to break away from 
the Romanesque into Gothic. 
The Ile de la Cite and the 
Left Bank of the Seine in 


Paris (the Latin Quarter, so- 
called because of the barbar- 
ous Latin spoken by the stu- 
dents who lived there) were 
jammed with students and 
teachers. 

Anyone who could get per- 
mission from the chancellor 
of the Cathedral could and 
did set up a class in any- 
thing he fancied, belles-let- 
tres, theology, philosophy. 
Two or three thousand stu- 
dents might attend an out- 
door class at once; they 
wrapped themselves in straw 
to keep warm and sheltered 
under eaves as best they 
could against rain or snow. 
Into this turbulence came 
first as a student the great 
Maurice de Sully, son of a 
peasant, who was to die a 
bishop and to rebuild Notre 
Dame to almost its present 
splendor.

HE twelfth and _ thir- 
T tecotn centuries were 

the time of the Virgin, 
and also, obviously, the fa- 
vorite time of Mr. Temko. 
After the thirteenth century 
the vigor of the Crusades 
and the extraordinary pio- 
neering building boom of 
France were spent.

The Vir- 
gin was no longer young and 
fresh and naive, but combed, 
robed, and if truth be told, 
slightly raddled.

Mr. Temko is a young 
scholar, writer and historian 
whose heart is obviously in 
the Middle Ages he writes 
about so feelingly.

HINA has always been an 
(Ceniams Indeed, Western 

observers for centuries 
have puzzled over the in- 
triguing but vast and uncer- 
tain reaches of this Oriental 
land. But China today is 
doubly inscrutable to western 
eyes with the complex of 
Communism imposed on the 
labyrinthine processes of the 
East. Since the People’s Re- 
public of China came into 
being six years ago after gob- 
bling up all of mainland 
China, a very effective Bam- 
boo Curtain has shut off 
China from the Western 
world. 

Fortunately a number of 
British Empire reporters have 
been penetrating the Bamboo 
Curtain during the past year, 
with the result that some 
astute observations of what 
is happening on the Chinese 
mainland have trickled 
through to the free world. 
While their first-hand report- 
ing suffers from the inade- 
quacy of time limitations, to 
say nothing of the infinitely 
complex problem of studying 
a land that embraces a fourth 
of all humanity, the accounts 
they have written serve as 
valuable contributions to our 
limited knowledge of modern 
China. 

In late 1954, James Cam- 
eron, chief correspondent for 
the London News Chronicle, 
traveled 7000 miles through 
China, met hundreds of offi- 
cials, party workers, and 
peasants, and observed much 
that has been closed to west- 
ern eyes for a decade. Out of 
his two months’ experience 
has come a highly reasoned, 
searching and penetrating ac- 
count of the changes taking 
place in China under the 
yuan a

an essential book. It 

would be well for all 
Americans to read this vol- 
ume, It should certainly be 
read by all Americans pro- 
fessing an interest in what 
happens in the Far East. Mr. 
Cameron’s book gives more 
insight into modern China 
than anything written within 
the past 10 years. 


Mr. Cameron finds much to 
appreciate, much to praise in 
the China that is emerging 
behind the Bamboo Curtain. 
He notes the enthusiasm, the 
success, and the tremendous 
strides taken by China under 
the Communists in the few 
short years since Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Kuomintang was re- 
placed by Mao Tse-tung’s 
People’s Republic. No one 
can deny the genuine accom- 
plishments of Mao’s regime. 

However, the author does 
indicate that China has paid 
a tremendous price for this 
progress and development. 
The price? Totalitarianism. 
The fact that regimentation 
—approaching Orwell's 
“1984""—has been the force 
behind the progress and de- 
velopment is clearly seen 
throughout the pages of 
“Mandarin Red.” In his talks 
with Communist officials, 
government leaders, and even 
the common man—if he can 
be called that—Mr. Cameron 
is continually disgusted with 
the machine-like answers he 
receives.

Short Stories by New Irish Writer 


THE TRUSTING AND THE

F we glance quickly over 
J ine Irish literary scene of 

this century, we find that 
the two forms in which Irish 
writers have gained most of 
their well earned prestige in 
the outside world are poetry 
and drama. But, today, judg- 
ing by what relatively little 


we hear about them, these 
media seem to be in the dol- 
drums in Ireland. Instead, in 
compensation, we note, on 
the part of Irish authors, an 
increasing use of the short 
story as the means best suit- 
ed to display their talents 
and to mirror their country’s 
life for those at home and 
abroad. 


The present collection of 
ten stories by a newcor, 
James Plunkett, commend- 
ably helps to further this in- 
teresting trend. Most of them 
were first published in two of 
Ireland's leading literary mag- 
azines, “Irish Writing” and 
“The Bell.” The latter, be- 
fore it regrettably suffered 
the fate of so many of its 
counterparts elsewhere, paid 
him the special tribyte of ee 


signing a whole issue to his 
writings. 

Mr. Plunkett is a product 
of a thoroughly urban en- 
vironment. Born in Dublin, 
thirty-five years ago, he ob- 
tained his earlier education 
at one of its largest schools 
and then advanced to mu- 
sical training at the Munici- 
pal School of Musi¢. After 
working for a while at a small 
clerical post with the Dublin 
Gas Company, he became 
secretary to the Irish Work- 
ers Union. 

— — 

T does not surprise us 
Jones reading these tales to 

find that he uses all of this 
background. However dourly, 
however harshly, he may ex- 
press himself, he reveals that 
he is very sympathetic to- 
wards the problems of certain 
city dwellers. In particular, 
he demonstrates a sensitive 
awareness of the lot of the 
poor laboring class and the 
plight of the intelligent but 
meagerly paid white collar 
workers whose hopes are 
thwarted by dead-end careers, 
whose sensibilities are 
numbed by the petty routines 
of their jobs. Among con- 
temporary Irish writers treat- 
ing of city life, he, perhaps, 
comes most ciose in spirit 
to O’Casey. 

His stories, within his special 
erbit, carry we from the tear 


| 


dipped fancies of early ado-. 


lescence through love ending 
in frustration to a lonely old 
age. About the best of his 
pieces is his shortest one, ““The 
Damned.” In it he reaches 
with gentle insight into the 
mind of a highly imaginative 
young boy tormented by re- 
ligious misconceptions. 

Mr. Plunkett also shows to 
his credit an alertness for sig- 
nificant details and an abil- 
ity to capture accurately the 
raciness of Dublin speech. But 
he still has to learn how to 
avoid the pitfalls of melo- 
drama and how to use under- 
statement rather than over- 
statement, especially at mo- 
ments of poignancy.

R. CAMERON is thor- 
M eusnis steeped in the 

British tradition of toler- 
ance and open-mindedness. 
While he never once approves 
the authoritarian nature of 
the Chinese regime, he does 
believe that the Chinese peas- 
ant is happier today than he 
has ever been. It may be rela- 
tive happiness, he points out, 
but for a people with whom 
starvation was a yearly na- 
tionwide problem during the 
centuries before the advent 
of the Communists, the fact 
that there is food enough to 
go around, even at the ex- 
pense of personal liberty, is 
of vital importance. The in- 
escapable fact remains that, 
materially speaking, the Chi- 
nese are better off today 
than they were 10 short years 
ago. 

This book argues well for 
visits behind the Iron Cur- 
tain by American China ex- 
perts. The American failure 
to understand the Chinese 
and their country is appalling. 
One wonders if the United 
States Government’s refusal 
to permit our non-Communist 
educators, journalists and 
scholars to accept invitations 
for visits behind the Bamboo 
Curtain might be contributing 
to this vast lack of under- 
standing. As Mr. Cameron 
points out: “Neither side ever 
lost or found a pennyworth 
of face by pretending things 
today to be otherwise than 
they are.” 

The book presents no new 
formula for understanding the 
Chinese or the Communist 
Chinese enigma. Mr. Cam- 
eron reaches no startling con- 
clusions as a result of his stay 
in China. But it should be 
recognized that Mr. Cameron 
has seen more of China than 
any other western observer in 
the past 10 years. That alone 
should make his book essen- 
tial reading. Few readers will 
accept or agree with every- 
thing in this volume, but 
those seeking information on 
China today will enjoy and 
appreciate it thoroughly.

OR the reader who wants 
Fs know how an American 

“Marxist” thinks, feels, 
hears, sees—and even tastes 
—things, the volume by Jo- 
seph Starobin will be inter- 
esting. Starobin, formerly a 
foreign correspondent for the 
New York Daily Mirror, has 
spent a good deal of time 
traveling through Europe and 
Asia during the past several 
years, and “Paris to Peking” 
is the outcome, 

The contrast between him 
and Cameron and how they 
write is immense. While they 
both admit readily that Chi- 
nese life has been much 
improved under Communist 
rule, and both give a compre- 
hensive picture of many as- 
pects of Chinese life, from 
that point they diverge and 
their interpretations of the 
meaning of new China are 
radically opposed. 

Mr. Starobin, also a capa- 
ble observer, levels an accus- 
ing finger atthe United 
States for not understanding 
the “peace-loving” ways of 
the Chinese. He sees re- 
markable progress being 
made by the Chinese in 
developing brotherhood and 
love among Orientals. And 
he tells repeatedly of his 
efforts to show the Chinese 
that there is a wide “differ- 
ence between the American 
imperialists and the American 
people.” 

One is left with mixed 
feelings after shutting Mr. 
Starobin’s book. There are 
truths—some of them only 
half-truths—here, But there 
is so much dross surrounding 
these truths that the book 
loses some of its value. How- 
ever, for those who want to 
understand the shifts of 
power which are profoundly 
changing’ the 
China, Mr. Starobin’s book 
still has some usefulness.

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WHO HIKED TAXES IN 


THE COUNTY?

Now, if the State didn’t have the money nor the people to 
do this job in a year, was it fair to compel the counties to 
do it in only three months time? 


No, this was just the old practice of putting 
the monkey on someone elses, back. 


'The Tax Commissioners knew “going in” what chaos this 
blanket order would create. Also... they knew county offi- 
cials could not legally get outside help without funds immedi- 
ately available in the budget. The Commission was fully aware 
that its action would drastically compound existing inequities.

Retaining outside, expert assistance to do a complete revalua- 
tion program on 240,000 pieces ‘of property would obligate the 
County for an expenditure of roughly $850,000. And... at the 
time the County Council submitted its plan for revaluation, 
no orfe in County Government could legally contract for out- 
side help. Less than 3°% of the funds required by law were 
available in the budget. Section 26, of the Charter for St. Louis 
County is clear... 


““No contract, order, or other document by which the County 
incurs any financial obligation shall be executed without the 
Auditor’s certification that an unencumbered balance, sufficient 
to pay the same, remains in the appropriation account against 
which such obligation is to be charged.” 


Actually, St. Louis County taxing agencies 
have reduced county taxes from $1.05 to 66 
cents per $100 valuation. 


So you see, taxes for which the County is directly responsible 
have been reduced while taxes imposed by the state have been 
arbitrarily raised! 


The Democratically controlled State T’ax Commission is play- 
ing its own version of the ‘fold Army Game’’ of passing the 
buck. The State wanted to increase its take... then came up 
with a scheme they could not handle nor pay for. So, they 
dumped the whole deal in the lap of St. Louis County and 
demanded immediate action regardless of the effect on tax- 
payers.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (UP) 
*—-The Democratic Digest today 
listed what it called “the 10 
top issues” in the 1956 presi- 
dential election campaign. It 
also challenged Republican 
charges that congressional Dem- 


ocrats have deliberately blocked 
President Eisenhower's legisla- 
tive program. 

The magazine, official pub- 
lication of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, cited voting 
records of both parties in Con- 
gress along with “five conspic- 
uous instances in which the 
Democrats gave the ‘go’ signal 
and five equally important oc- 


‘stop’ sign on the Eisenhower 
Administration.” 

It said the 10 major issues in 
1956, “not counting foreign pol- 
icy, are falling farm income, 
tax favoritism for the rich, the 
public power giveaway, favor- 
itism for big business, miscon- 
duct in government, the rising 
cost of living, small business 
failures, G.O.P. anti-labor pol- 
icy, the school crisis, and the 
growth of monopolies.” 

It said the first session of the 
Democratic -controlled Eighty- 
fourth Congress successfully 
raised “stop” signs against ‘‘the 
Dixon-Yates deal,” efforts to 
toughen the Taft-Hartley labor- 
Management act, cuts in the 
Army, Air Force and Marines, 


“bankers’ highway bill which 
involved payment of $2,700,- 
000,000 in unnecessary interest.” 
On the “go” side, the Digest | 
said the Democrats saved the 
President's foreign trade pro- 
gram “over the opposition of 
House Republicans”; passed the 
$1 minimum wage law “over 
the opposition of the Adminis- 
tration (which wanted 90 cents) 
and Congressional Republi- 
cans”; provided money for 1 
public works projects “not rec- 
ommended by the Administra- 
tion”: fought unsuccessfully for 
a $20 tax cut for every tax- 
payer, and fought for an ex- 
panded housing program “which 
salvaged a bill for 45,000 units.”

McDermott's survey of sellers 
arrested in the three raids 
showed that 87 per cent had 
been arrested for other crimes, 
67 per cent for crimes of vio- 
lence.

Inevitably, the agents face the 
invitation—sometimes an _ ulti- 
matum—to “shoot one” them- 
selves (take a hypodermic in- 
jection of some drug).

How much effect is the imag- 
inative, all-out war on narcotics 
having?

For example, one large gro- 
cery chain which had suffered 
an average of about 40 holdups 
or burglaries a year, with fre- 
quent assaults on store man- 
agers, has not had a single such 
crime in the past year. 

Police Commissioner Gibbons 
estimates the city’s crime rate 
decreased 28 per cent in the 
last year.

Since then the Grange 
has kept out of politics as such 
and there is no likelihood that 
it will change this practice.” 

The Grange leader explained, 
however, that his organization 
does follow a practice of mak- | 
ing reports to its members on | 
accomplishments and lack of 
accomplishments of government 
agencies. He said it also re- 
ports on where the Grange 
finds “friends” as well as “en- 
emies.” 

“But we do not keep political 
box scores on what parties or 
eandidates and officeholders 
do,” he said. “When it comes 
to voting, we leave decisions 
to individual members. They 
get no assistance from the 
Grange in making those deci- 
sions.” 

Farm Bureau Policy. 

Similiarly, officials said the 
American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration follows a policy of keep- 
ing out of partisan politics. It 
indorses no party or candidate, 
but limits its activities to pro- 
motion of policies and propo- 
sals approved by its annual na- 
tional conventions and board of 
directors. 

Nevertheless, there has been 

% a tendency on the part of some 
people in recent years to asso- 
ciate the Farm Bureau with the 
Republican party. This tenden- 
cy reflected the facts that on 
the whole Farm Bureau policies 
have been closer to those in- 
dorsed by the Republican party 
than by the Democratic. 

Too, many put the Farm Bu- 
reau on the Republican side be- 
cause of sharp words exchanged 
during the Truman Administra- 
tion between President Allan B. 
Kline of the Farm Bureau and 
Secretary of Agriculture Charles 
F. Brannan over a controversial 


farm plan advanced by Bran- | 


nan. 

Kline, who incidentally was a 
Republican, was one of the bit- 
terest critics of this plan. This 
difference led to a virtual break 
in relations between the Farm 
Bureau and the Agriculture De- 
partment. It also was marked 
by the fact that President Tru- 
man on several occasions took 
verbal slaps at Kline and his 
@rganization 

The fact that the Farm Bu- 
reau has been the most active 
of the farm organizations in 
sponsoring flexible farm price 
supports also has contributed 
to a tendency by many to asso- 
ciate it with the party now in 
power. A feature of the Eisen- 
hower Administration farm pro- 
gram is a flexible support sys- 
tem. 

But Farm Bureau officials are 
quick to point out that when 
flexible supports were first put 
forward in 1948, they had the 
indorsement’ of both parties. 
They also state that the bureau 
has been highly critical of some 
farm policies of Secretary of 


Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson. |

She tested almost 6500 “narmal, 
healthy” boys and girls between 
the ages of 6 and 19. About 
4500 were American children, 
the rest were youngsters living 
in comparable urban and sub- 
urban areas in southern Aus- 
tria and northern Italy. The 
simple tests involved muscles 
of the back, abdomen and legs. 

American Children Failed.

tances. They indulge in active 
rather than spectator sports, 80 
most of their recreation is 
based on active use of their 
bodies. 

Other studies of both active 
and sedentary adults indicate 
that men and women who use 
their bodies are able to stand 
stress better, build up less ten- 


sion, tire less easily, age more 
gradually, have lower blood

Feeding of Birds 


| In Winter Season

feeding program. Yet in the country where autumn 

brings an abundant harvest of wild fruits, seeds and 
berries this is perhaps not so important as in town where 
. most of our wintering songbirds are confined to a more 
M limited range. Last week, however, we did the necessary 
¥ repairs to our simple feeding equipment, hung the feeders 
in their usual places in the yard and got the bird restau- 
rant under way. 

Actually our equipment is far from elaborate, although 
we do have several rather decorative feeders made by 
friends in town whose hobby this is. The important thing 
is to fit the feeders to the varieties of birds you expect to 
partake of your hospitality and to the kind of menu yoy are 
going to offer them. We like feeder trays which are cov- 
ered to provide the birds and the feed with some protection 

7 against weather, this being a matter of both kindness and 
economy. They should also be open all around or at least 
at front and back, since few wild birds enjoy the feeling of 
being confined. Moreover, when a big aggressive fellow 
like the mockingbird comes along, a chickadee or titmouse 
likes to be able to get out through a back door.

This is bored full of holes with a 
large augur, fitted with a couple of small perches and swung 
ad by wire from a tree limb.

We've never known anyone who started feeding the 
wintering songbirds without becoming steadily more inter- 
ested and finding them a source of constant enjoyment. 
Few of the birds which come to the feeders are likely to be 
difficult to identify, even though the descriptions sometimes 
given us by readers are of species unknown on land or sea. 
Still, it isn’t a bad idea to keep a field guide on hand for 
tcdentification;. especially of such unusual visitors as the 
sapsucker, Carolina chickadee, the kinglets or a Lapland 
longspur or rare European tree sparrow. There are, of 
course, numerous books on building bird houses and feeders 
end on attracting the songbirds. And certainly everyone 
who enjoys birds should join and participate in the actiy- 
tities of the St. Louis Audubon Society and its parent organ- 
ization, the National Audubon Society.

Anyhow, the downright love of railroads, railroading, and 
rolling stock is a love held by untold numbers of. hobbyists 


everywhere. 

Tony Freihoff, for instance, 
has been a train bug for dec- 
ades. But he pulled a switch 
on the usual procedure—turned 
his model train hobby into a 
livelihood, now occupies the en- 
viable position of operating a 
profitable business doing what 
he would be doing for fun any- 
way. 

A. °G. “Tony” Freihoff is an 
electric train doctor, and his 
patients come to him from many 
towns and cities. 


His fellow train addicts drop 
in from points coast to coast, 
from Canada to Mexico, to talk 
trains. 


Neighborhood kids make his 
shop their headquarters. 

The center of all this activity 
isn’t advertised, no neon 4ar- 
rows point to it and, in fact, 
the non-train-minded wouldn’t 
even know it’s there. 


Freihoff’s shop is 
basement of his 
home on a short, dead-end 
Street in Ferguson—a home 
which looks like any other in 
the suburban neighborhood 
save for the added note of a 
large locomotive bell anchored 
in cement in the front yard. 
Neighborhood kids have carte 
blanche to ring it all they want 
to. It’s cracked, is why the 
neighbors aren’t deaf. 

It is here, at 26 Compton 
avenue, that Freihoff’s friends 
and clients flock—and they 
seem to find the place without 
a bit of trouble. 

The day after Christmas a 
line of fathers, bearing faulty 
locomotives and woebegone off- 
spring, will be queued all the 
way across the hgsement floor, 
if past performance holds true, 
with Freihoff calming them and 
making’ repairs as swiftly as 
possible. 

“Boy, when a Christmas pres- 
ent train needs a little adjust- 
ment, that’s an emergency,” 


said Freihoff.

T tric train doctoring presides 

at his work bench with a 
tangible air of authoritative ex- 
pertness. That is to say he 
knows what he’s doing. He 
learned it the hard way. 

Freihoff, a kindly man of 
great good humor who looks 
like a bemusing combination 
made up of equal parts of 
slightly offbeat businessman 
and somewhat sardonic Santa 
Claus, has—and this is exceed- 
ingly obvious—a very good time 
with his work. 

He got into the model train 
repair line inadvertently, al- 
though with what in retrospect

HE man who does the elec- 


sums up to inevitability. To 
start with, he always loved 
trains; real trains and model 


trains, and all concerned with 
them. He didn’t have much 
money when he was a kid, so 
he never had a train. He quit 
school at 16, worked around— 
became a salesmah. 


“Trains fascinated me,” he 
said. “You know, when most 
folks stop at a railroad cross- 
ing it’s because of the stop 
sign. Not me. I always stopped, 
hoping to see a train come by.” 

He was 22 years old before 
he got his first model train, 
and that one belonged to his 
bride, the former Margie Kup- 
ferer. She just happened to 
have a model train, a wind-up 
job, given to her as a girl. She 
brought it along when they set 
up housekeeping. 

This pleased PFreihoff 
mensely. 

“That was 31 years ago,” he 
said. “But I still remember that 
train would go around the track 
19 times on one winding.” (He 
said they lacked the finances 
to go on a honeymoon trip.) 


Eventually he wore the train 
out. 

“For a while,” 
sadly, 
train.” 

Well, that’s life. However, the 
situation brightened and one 
day Freihoff became the proud 
possessor of an electric train, 
the locomotive of which had a 
nervous breakdown for which 
the repair man nailed Freihoff 
a cool $16.50. 

“That wasn’t so bad in it- 
self,” said Freihoff, “but the 
thing wouldn’t run right after 
this fellow fixed it. I took it 
back—another $6. And on like 
that. Finally, a repairman 
said, ‘Look, Tony—you've spent 
close to $30 on this thing and 
the locomotive new only cost 
$18.’ So I said what the heck.”

lutely no other equipment, 
Freihoff decided to fix the lo-

comotive himself. He did not 
know a circuit from third base, 
his knowledge of _ electricity 
consisted mostly of the sus- 
picion it would shock you if 
you didn’t watch out. 


Nevertheless, by dint of long 
effort, much mutterings and 
trial and error, he got his loco- 
motive apart—and, after six 
times the tribulation, got it 
back together. What do you 
know? It ran. 


“So being a typical, modest 
American,” said Freihoff, “I 
stuck my thumbs in my sus- 
penders, threw out my chest 
and went around boasting, 
‘Hey, look. I can fix electric 
trains.’ ”

T was along about here that 
I Feinots got his first insight 

into the fact that there were 
an awful lot of electric trains 
to be fixed. All his friends 
pressed broken trains upon 
him. 

“For five years J] fixed trains 
for free,” he said. It was fun. 
Also he learned an awful lot 
about electric trains. During 
the depression of the 30s was 
when he first went commercial. 
He put a flat rate of 50 cents 
per repair job, no matter how 
big. Sometime this would re- 
sult in a 30-mile drive and four 
hours’ work. At the end of the 
year he had netted a total of 
$100. 


He worked at other jobs over 
the years, not only at selling 
but at an electrical plant, an 
X-ray company—kept up his 
love of trains and, some seven 
years ago, deciding it was time 
he went into business for him- 


self, he took the plunge. Into 
the basement. 
He’s got almost more work 


than he can do. Large depart- 
ment stores send him customers. 
Train firm sales phamplets list 
him as repairman. He's built 
a reputation which has spread 
far, a reputation as a man with 
the knack of finding the most 
elusive trouble. 

“IT had no idea whether 1! 
could make a go of it,” he said. 
“Now it’s hard to say which 
gives me the most happiness, 
being able to work on trains all 


the time, or having my own 
business—no boss.”’ 
His work pays off. A shiny 


car of expensive make sits in 
his driveway. He and Mrs. 
Freihoff take off on long trips 
annually—to photograph trains, 
wherever ‘“there’s a lot of 
steam.” 


He has more than 1000 color 
slides of trains, goes to places 


sach as San Francisco, Colum- 
bus, O., Cincinnati, Boston, 
Reno—anywhere he can find 
the ever-vanishing steam loco- 
motives in goodly herds. The 
railroad folks know he’s com- 
ing, often give him an escort of 
a detective or yard man.

REIHOFF greets every cus- 
F tomer enthusiastically, the 
size of the job, and fee, 
making no difference at all. 
Very often he charges only a 
few cents, sometimes nothing. 
Hé actually works by appoint- 
ment on hurfy-up jobs.

T IS OBVIOUS as we read 
f the Gospels that Jesus was 

a plain man, and that He 
lived among the humble folk, 
from whom His disciples were 
drawn, as one of themselves, 
eating the same food, wearing 
the same clothes, apparently 
no different from others of His 
race and kind. 


It is not, however, historically 
accurate to go to extremes and 
rank Him among the lowest 
classes, to speak of Him, as 
some have, as “one of the pro- 
letariat, the son of a char- 
woman.” Jesus had many traits 
in common with the crdwds 
who followed Him; He had 
many others, however, which 
they instinctively recognized as 
belonging to a higher order. 
Even as we meditate upon the 
figure of the lowly born car- 
penter, there arises before us 
the figure of the prophet, the 
miraculous healer and the man 
whom Peter, James and John 
saw clothed in light on the 
summit of the mountain. The 
two are indivisible. 

When we turn from such 
physical details as what Jesus 
wore and what He ate to the 
question of His education and 
intellectual equipment, what 
languages He spoke, we come 
up against the mystery of the 
Godhead in the flesh, and 
whether one who _ possessed 
within Himself all the sources 
of the spirit could not tran- 
scend the limitations inherent 
in the man as He was. 


There was nothing remark- 
able in His given name. Jesus, 
Jeshouah, is derived from Ya- 
hoshou, “Jehovah saves,” or 
“Jehovah helps.” It is the same 
as the Hebrew name which in 
the Old Testament is translated 
as Joshua. In Greek, the three 
Semitic variants, Jehoshua, Jo- 
schua, Jeshua, are all translated 
as Jesous from which we get 
Jesus. Among the Hebrews 
fashion goyerned the giving of 
names, and the name of Jesus, 
which had fallen out of use for 
many years, became popular 
again about the fourth century 
B.C, 


as 

IS clothing can hardly have 
H differed much from that still 

worn by the Palestinian 
peasant, the head covered witha 
piece of cloth, closely drawn in 
front and hanging loosely to the 
shoulders behind like the mod- 
ern couffieh. His hair and 
beard were probably worn long. 
He would wear a linen tunic in 
all weathers, adding a woolen 
cloak in the winter and this, as 
prescribed by the Law, would 
have blue tassels, these forming 
the “hem of His garment” 
which the woman with a heme 
orrhage touched and was cured. 

When He prayed, He would 
perhaps put on the ritual white 
eloak with purple bands and 
place on His forehead and arm 
the “phylacteries,” little boxes 
containing verses from the Law. 
It was customary also to wear 
three girdles or sashes; one 
held the garments together, one 
had pockets and served as a 
purse; the third, which was 
some fifteen yards long, served 
as a traveling rug. His sandals 
would be the same as those 
still worn in Palestine,. just 
soles laced with cords, the 
“latchets’” which John the Bap- 
tist said he was “unworthy to 
loosen.” 

When He went on a journey 
He would, quite naturally, ex- 
pect hospitality and _ shelter 
wherever He happened to be. 
This was the traditional cus- 
tom and, to a large extent, it 
still exists. A straw mattress, 
or a sort of string hammock, 
or even a rug or mat would be 
laid out in one of the rooms 
ef the house, of on a balcony 
or terrace, for the climate is 
favorable to sleeping out of 
doors. After the heat of the 
day, the coolness of the night 
is delightful and it is pleasant 
to sleep thus, with the head on 
a fold of the cloak, under the 
myriad stars, until dawn breaks 
and peace is shattered by the 
cries of the herdsmen driving 
their beasts to feed.

ESUS depended largely on 
J rospitaiits for food and shel- 

ter. The disciples certainly 
had a common purse and, ac- 
cording to St. John it was kept 
by Judas. ‘They had rich friends, 
mostly women, who “ministered 
gnto Him of their substance.” 

But it was not very luxurious 
fiving. The Galilean peasant 
ate bread, milk products, fruit 
and vegetables and naturally 
fish. Water was the usual drink; 
wine was reserved fer feasts 
and there was also a sort of 
beer, called sicera, which was 
brewed from fruit and grain. 

{it is probable that Jesus was 
sometimes a guest at feasts, like 
that of Cana, where the Orien- 
tals made a great display, and 
also at funeral celebrations at 
which only lentils were eaten, 
because of the rabbinical say- 
ing that “as the lentil hath no 
seed-lobes the afflicted hath no 
words.” The impression we get 
from the Gospel story is one 
of great simplicity of life with 
needs reduced to a minimum 
not so much for lack of money 
as for deliberate frugality and 
renunciation. 

We cannot say that Jesus was, 
in the usually accepted sense, 
a “cultivated man.” But many 
of those esteemed doctors of 
the Jews were in fact humble 
people, often working with 
their hands, though masters of 
that which the Jews considered 
the fount ef all knowledge. the 


- 
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Law. They were often seelf- 
taught men. 


Nothing that we read about 
the boyhood of Jesus suggests 
that His studies were pro- 
longed. We notice that He 
makes frequent allusions to Old 
Testament history, to ancient 
prophecies and to those ideas 
which were familiar to the re- 
ligious mind of the time. He is 
sufficiently skilled in the dia- 
lectic of the Pharisees to counter 
their attacks, but He never sets 
Himself up as a scribe or a 
doctor of the Law; when He 
confounds them, it is as a rule 
by the appeal ta common sense 
and to His “new law” which 
was in many cases simply e 
s@version to natural law. 

The most striking quality of 
His mind is a tireless curiosity; 
to complete understanding He 
brings a natural wisdom which 
owes nothing to formal study. 
His utterances are unique and 
unmistakable. It is in them 
that we draw nearest to what 
we can hardly venture to call 
the secret of His genius, be- 
cause the word relates to 
purely mortal things, but te 
that divine illumination of the 
human spirit by the Holy Spirit.

CCORDING to the most 
A provabie chronology of His 

life, Jesus left Galilee in the 
autumn of the year 29. He was 
never to return. From now on, 
the scene of His mission was 
to be Judea, the harsh country 
with its ancient loyalties, the 
bastion of the ancestral faith. 
No prophet could fulfill his 
destiny except in Jerusalem. 
This, certainly, was the funda- 
mental reason why Jesus leit 
His native province, 

Ever since David, a thousand 
years before, had chosen for 
his city that outstanding site, 
in the center of the hill coun- 
try, at the meeting place of 
the principal roads, Jerusalem 
had been not merely the po- 
litical capital but the very heart 
of Israel. Here David had in- 
stalled the Ark of the Covenant 
and around it Solomon had 
raised his sumptuous Temple, 
to the glory of God and his 
own temporal power. 


What Rome is to every Cathoe 
lic, Jerusalem was to the hum- 
blest Jew of the most widely 
dispersed community. By the 
waters of Babylon, in the dark 
days of exile, the People of the 
Promise had sung this hymn: 
“If I forget thee, O Jerusalem, 
let my right hand forget her 
cunning.” 

Jesus must have known that 
His message could not assume 
its full significance until He 
gave a new meaning to the old 
Covenant, there in the hills of 
Zion. 

There is a deep symbolic har- 
mony between the most tragic 
episodes of the life of Christ 
and the, land where they took 
place, a land so different from 
fertile, fortunate Galilee. The 
landscape of Judea, barren, 
rocky and arid, conveys a forci- 
ble impression of disquiet. The 
configuration of the land is 
three roughly parallel ridges, 
with sharp *contours through 
which mountain torrents cut 
deep gorges, and bare summits 
from which the earth has been 
eroded. A pitiless blue sky 
parches the meager infertile 
soil and the violent winter rain- 
storms tend to wrench up the 
poor vegetation rather than to 
foster it. 


In March it is beautiful; the 
goads are bordered by clumps 


of iris and by those huge purple 
anemones which are probably 
the “lilies of the field” cited by 
Jesus as a model of the heed- 
less beauty of nature, 
“Sk ae 

UT by May, everything Is yel- 
B lowed and withered; only the 

asphodel,. hardly distingush- 
able from the pebbles among 
which it grows, displays its 
pallid foliage and black and 
white florets. It is a sad land- 
scape, dominated by two colors, 
echre and mauve; the perfec- 
tion of coloring enchants the 
eye yet its very splendor has a 
desperate and unhuman qual- 


ity. 
Grouped around the well 
heads, at long distances, the 


white villages bearing names re- 
nowned in history indicate their 
presence by the green clumps 
of their fig trees and their syca- 
mores. The more fertile hills 
had their westérn slopes cov- 
ered with olive groves and 
above them, encircled by its 
walls and bristling with its tow- 
ers, was Jerusalem, rose and 
gold with the patina of the cen- 
turies, the rock and the fortress 
where the Lord would shelter 
those who trusted in Him. 

In the parable of the sower, 
Jesus had spoken of the seed 
which fell upon stony ground, 
where it withered away, because 
there was no earth to sustain it. 
The land of Judea is chary of 
giving, and the seed to be sown 
here, unlike the seed sown in 
Galilee, would need not water, 
but blood. 

Jesus went to Jerusalem for 
the Feast of Tabernacles in Oc- 
tober. It was among the most 
solemn of the many feasts of 
the Jewish calendar. The 
crowds which came to Jerusa- 
lem to celebrate it, although 
not comparable with the Pass- 
over, were none the less con- 
siderable. 

For the agricultural year was 
completed, the harvests gath- 
ered in, and the civil year also 
began on Oct. 1 in accordance 
with the cycle of vegetation. 
Five days earlier the people 
celebrated the solemn feast of 
the Day of Atonement, Yom 
Kippur, when the symbolical

scapegoat, charged with the 
Sins of Israel, was driven out 
into the desert. 


But the week of the Feast of 
Tabernacles was one of rejoic- 
ing; it commemorated the days 
when the people of Israel deliv. 
ered by Moses from Pharaoh's 
yoke, dwelt in the desert await- 
ing their future glory, the revee 
lation of their tremendous des- 
tiny. In memory of their wan- 
derings in the desert and of 
the tents in which they had 
lived, the town of Jerusalem 
was transformed. In accordance 
with the instructions laid down 
in Leviticus, every Jew had to 
leave his house and live in a 
tent, or in a hut made of 
branches, for eight days. 

So the balconies of houses 
and public buildings, the 
grounds of the temple and the 
slopes of the hills around the 
city were covered with these 
fragile edifices made of pine, 
myrtle, olive and palm 
branches 

it was pleasant enough to rest 
here. with a watchful eye on 
the produce of the fields and 
the vineyards, while as for the 
pilgrims from remote countries, 
the days in the open air, coming 
as they did when the weather 
was mild, were a pleasant re- 
laxation from the hardships of 
the journey.

ROM the faithful followers 
F os Jesus two figures stand 

out, the two women, Martha 
and Mary, the sisters of Lazarus 
whom Jesus raised from the 
dead. St. John in his account 
of the raising of Lazarus speci- 
fies their home as at Bethany, 
then a flourishing little place 
on the earavan route to Jericho. 
Although only ah hour's walk 
from Jerusalem, across’ the 
Mount of Olives, tts peaceful 
setting made it seem very re- 
mote from the turmoil of the 
capital. 

But it ts not so today. In 
the xsédst of fields of barley is 


a \ ~g * of sagging ruins, 
where visitor is pursued 


among tottering arches and col« 
lapsing vaults by guides howl- 
ing for baksheesh and pointing 
out one tumbledown cottage 
among the others as the alleged 
home of Martha and Mary. 

It would appear that Jesus 
stayed in this friendly house- 
hold during the months of Oc- 
tober, November and December 
of the year 29. It was conven- 
ient for Him, since He could go 
to Jerusalem whenever He 
wished without being obliged to 
spend the night there. In this 
friendly place, Jesus was at 
home.

the birth of another of those 
sudden friendships which Jesus 
could excite by a word or even 
a glance. It would be toward 
the end of March of the year 30, 
a few days before Passion week. 
Christ came to the town with 
His disciples. He had just re- 
stored Lazarus to life and He 
was going up to Jerusalem with 
the motley crowd making for 
the Holy City at the time of 
Passover. The rumor that He 
was among the pilgrims soon 
got around and people crowded 
in to get a sight of Him. One 
man was particularly anxious to 
see Him; perhaps some sayings 
of Jesus, half caught or com- 
prehended, were working in his 
mind. But he was a short man, 
lost in the crowd. Then he had 
an idea. The road was lined 
with sycamores, vigorous trees 
whose exposed roots arch out 
from their trunks, making them 
very easy to climb. So up he 
got into the branches, and Jesus 
noticed him: 


“Zaccheus, make haste and 
come down,” He said, “for to- 
night - must abide et thy 
house.” 


Zaccheus, the recipient of 

this surprising honor, was e 
publican, one of the eollectors 
of the taxes imposed on per- 
fumes and essential oils: he 
may even have been one of the 
chief customs officials who did 
very well out of their detested 
office. We know what the Jews 
thought of the tax collectors 
and here was Jesus, incorrigible 
as ever, proposing to stay with 
one and eat at his table. 
He lingered there, too, telling 
the parable of the Talents. 
which enjoins us to make good 
use of the gifts which God gives 
us since one day we shall be 
asked to account for them. Once 
again Jesus reminded His 
listeners that the kingdom of 
God would not come in the way 
which they expected. 

From among this group of 
friends and faithful disciples, 
which must have been fairly 
mumerous since after the Res- 
urrection it is revealed as hav- 
ing 500 “brothers,” Jesus chose 
several secondary Apostles, who 
were sent to carry His teaching 
into far countries, as He had 
previously chosen the Twelve. 
We know exactly how He chose 
them and what He asked of 
them. One day a scribe ap- 
proached Him, for even among 
the doctors of the Law His rep- 
utation had spread.

HE will was there but did 

T the man know what he was 

undertaking?

Another disciple, whom Jesus 
had called, asked for a delay; 
his father had died and he 
wished to bury him. “Let the 
dead bury their dead,” said 
Jesus, “but go thou and preach 
the kingdom of God.” 

The Judean peridd showed 
considerable progress in the 
preaching of the Divine Word 
and in the instruction of the 
future Church. There is not, 
however, an equally clear ex- 
tension of our knowledge of 
Christ's thought. It is true that 
the closer we get to the climax 
of His human existence the 
more explicitly does Jesus re- 
veal the purpose of His mis- 
sion and prepare His followers 
to understand it completely 
when it shall be sealed by the 
sacrifice to come. 

But His actual teaching does 
not evolve nor is it in any way 
modified. The ideas of Jesus 
are a perfect unchanging whole 
from the beginning of His pub- 
lic life to the end, from the 
Sermon on the Mount to the 
Last Supper.

Apart from this intrusion, 
NBC'e hour-and-a-half telecast 
of “The Sleeping Beauty” in 
color the other night was quite 
an experience. The Sadler's 


Wells Ballet Company is, of 
course, one of the world’s 
greatest, not only for the shim- 
mering artistry of its star, Mar- 
got Fonteyn, but for the polish 
and perfection of every last 
member of the company. Even 


the costumes in this company 
seem a little whiter, a little 
more highly starched, and 
slightly more radiant than those 
of other eompanies.

BUT COULD IF be tele- 
vised? Ballet has. come off 
rather badly on television here- 
tofore, largely because direc- 
tors and cameramen could not 
resist their hunger for close- 
ups. We got pictures of the 


dancers’ legs, their feet, their 
heads—but not the whole of 
them. And you have to see all 


of a ballet dancer. I might add, 
as delicately as possible, that it 
is unwise to get too close to 
any ballet dancer; the airiness, 
the other-worldliness, which is 
so great a part of their charm, 
tends to disappear on close in- 
spectian, 

Fortunately, Frederick Ash- 
ton, who arranged the produc- 
tion for television, kept his 
cameras mostly weil back, giv- 
ing the dancers space and a 
framework to work in and also 
allowing us to see some of the 
splendor and depth of the stage 
and of the whole company. 
This may have worked some 
hardship on those with small 
screen television (where the 
dancers must have looked in- 
finitesimal), but for those with 
the larger screens it was pretty 
wonderful. 


This was one of those shows 
which were just made for color 
television, which adds almost 
another dimension to the 
screen. Even if you know noth- 
ing about ballet, it made some 
mighty pretty pictures. As for 
Miss Fonteyn, she is @ fairy 
princess. Besides the longest 
end most talented legs around, 
she has a face and manner of 
a sort of permanent, built-in in- 
nocence entirely appropriate to 
the dream world she inhabits in 
this ballet. And her dancing 
has the freshness and purity of 
an ice-cold mountain spring.

NBC undertook thte hour- 
and-a-half long ballet not with- 
out some trepidation. The net- 


work figured that it would have 
@ whale of an audience at the 
outset—partly out of curiosity, 
partly because it had a good 


hour. But how long would the 
crowd stick around? Well, the 
early figures are now in and 
they have astonished even the 
most wildly optimistic folk at 
the network. The ballet 
opened with a Trendex rating 
of 22.5 and, at the end of the 
hour and a half, it had all but a 
fraction of the great audience 
still in attendance. That means 
roughly 30,000,000 people 
watched “The Sleeping Beauty,” 
rertainly the greatest audience 
Tchaikowsky ever had. (The 
Saddler’s Wells Ballet $n its 
whole American tour will only 
Play to about half e million 
people). Incidentally, that rat- 
ing is higher than the Mary 
Martin-Noe! Coward telecast. 

(reat credit should go to 
RCA-Victor and the Ford Com- 
pany, too, for underwriting so 
risky a venture. I'm happy it 
worked out so well for them.

Rockefeller Brothers Live Full 
Lives but Without Ostentation 


——--———- 


Five Grandsons of Founder of Great For- 
tune Have Learned Personal Responsi- 
bility and Value of Dollar.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (AP)— 
There probably isn’t a place in 
towr where, on any given work- 
ing day, you can see a greater 
concentration of shiny, chauf- 
feured Cadillacs than in Rocke- 
feller Center. 

None of them belongs to the 
owners of this vast, multi-mil- 
lion dollar property—the five 
Rockefeller brothers, grandsons 
of one of the richest men the 
world has ever known. 

In this city within a city there 
are more than 1000 tenant or- 
ganizations, including some of 
the world’s great charitable and 
philanthropic institutions, with 
a multitude of imposing, well- 
appointed offices. 

Into one of these offices the 
other day came a college youth. 
He stuck his head through a 
door and asked, “Say, Frank, 
how much is a haircut down- 
stairs?” 

“About $1.25, I guess.” 


“Heck, I'll wait till I get back | 


to school. It’s cheaper there.” 

The boy, too, is named Rocke- 
feller. 

The Family Point of View. 

These three items—the Cadil- 
lacs, the philanthropic organiza- 
tions and the haircut—tell much 
about the Rockefeller brothers, 
about the sense of proportion 
and responsibility with which 
they live, rear children, work 
and give. 


First the Cadillacs—Among | 
their various garages in town | 


and country, the Rockefellers 
could easily 
several Cadillacs, a couple of 
Lincoln Continentals, a Bentley, | 
Jaguar and other expensive | 
models. But it is a Rockefeller 
habit, by training and inclina- 
tion, to enjoy the luxuries of 
their wealth in the privacy of 
their own backyard and leave 
public displays to others. Be- 
sides, they frequently find it 
more practical to walk, ride a 
bus, subway or cab to their of- 
fices. 

About philanthropy. 
people give their names and 
money to causes. The Rocke- 
fellers do, too, but they happen 
to work at it. Their sense of 


Many 


community conscience begins 
with their own behavior and 
ends with the _ world. The 


variety of its expression is per- 
haps as impressive as the mil- 
lions that go into it. 

The price of haircuts needs to 
be appreciated against the back- 
ground of the immense Rocke- 
feller wealth. How much? No- 
body—outside the family and 
immediate associates can know 
for sure and, perhaps, not even 
they. The brothers aren't given 
to public estimates, 

Multimillion Dollar Question. 

But people wonder. Thus. a 
reporter in Indianapolis recent- 
Jy walked up to John D. Rocke- 
feller III, the eldest and shyest 


of the brothers, and asked point- | 


blank, “Are you a multimillion- 
aire?” 

John was staggered. He 
hemmed, hawed, groped for his 
poise and finally conceded that 
one might say he was a “man 
of independent means.” 

It was one of the understate- 
ments of the age, even funny 
enough to amuse John's four 
younger brothers: Laurance. 
among other things, chairman 
of the board of Rockeller Cen- 
ter, which grosses more than 
$20,000,000 a year: Winthrop, 
who presides over a $1.500.000 
farm in Arkansas: David. an 
executive vice president of the 
Chase Manhattan Bank: Nelson. 
now in Washington as a presi- 
dential assistant and before 
that the founder of a personal, 
family-financed “Point IV’ pro- 
gram spending millions in South 
America. Among other things. 
John, himself, is board chair- 
man Of the $60,000,000 Rocke- 
feller Brothers Fund. through 
Which the brothers give to 
philanthropies they share in 
common. 

Winthrop, as every student of 


expensive romance must know 
by now, settled $5.500.000 on 
his divorced wife. Bobo. In 


one of the legal actions. he was 
asked in court if he would agree 
his net worth was more than 
$15,000, 000. He agreed. 

- “But don't be misled by that 


figure.” a close associate said 
recently. “Actually, it’s vastly 
higher.” 


Value of Rockefeller Center. 
Emphasizing the difficulty of 
making any accurate estimate. 
this source added: 
“How can anybody tell? What. 
for example, is Rockefeller Cen- 


ter worth? We don't know. No- 
body has made us an offer 
lately.” 

Rockefeller Center cost about 
$125,000,000 to build in the 30s. 


One may assume it’s worth con- 
siderably more today, perhaps 
twice as much. Sole ownership 
of the common stock has passed 
from John D. Rockefeller Jr.. 

now 81 years old and relatively 
inactive, to his five sons. 

As big as this property is, it 
does not represent the largest 
single hunk of the brothers’ 
wealth. That still lies in oil 
stocks in various companies, left 
them in trust by their father 
and grandfather. 

A not inconsiderable part of 
the fortune is reflected in the 
tamily estate. Each of. the 
brothers has an additional home 
or apartment in the areas in 
which they operate — John, 
Laurence and David in New 
York; Nelson in Washington 
and Winthrop, in Arkansas. 

The place they regard as their | 
permanent base, to which they | 
return for family reunions on 
the holidays. for week-ends and 
summer hiatuses, is the 3000- | 
acre Rockefeller estate just 
north of Tarrytown, N.Y. 
Spite its many comforts 
emotional ties, the Rockefeller 
brothers once offered to give it 
up free of charge to provide the 
United Nations with a home.

ters. The National Institute, founded in 1898, was in- 
corporated by an Act of Congress in 1913. Its purpose 
is the furtherance of literature and the fine arts. Its 
charter limits membership to 250 native or naturalized 
citizens of the United States “. . . qualified by notable 
achievements in Art, Music or Literature.”’ 

Select as is the membership of the National Institute, 
even more so is the roster of the American Academy. 
The Academy was created by the Institute in 1904, and 
was incorporated by an Act of Congress 12 years later. 
The Academy is limited to 50 members who must be 
chosen by the Academy from the rolls of the National 
Institute. 

Both the Institute and Academy are self- perpetuat- 
ing. As vacancies due to death or resignation occur, 
the groups elect new members to fill the ranks. The In- 
stitute chooses from the entire field of outstanding artists, 
writers and musicians. A cendidate-to-tie Institute is 
proposed by a member of his group (art, literature or 
music). To be elected, he must receive a majority vote 
of the group, then a majority vote of the annual mem- 
bership meeting. 

The Academy, however, acts as a unit, and a mu- 
sician, for instance, is not necessarily elected to fill a 
chair that had been previously occupied by a musician.

Student Demonstration in Montreal Turns Into a Riot

DEMONSTRATION by college students protesting a 

transit fare increase in Montreal, Canada’s largest 

city, started off orderly enough. More than 2000 
placard- carrying students marched to the city hall where 
they were met by Mayor Jean Drapeau. He promised to 
look into the matter of bus and streetcar fares being in- 
creased from 10 to 12% cents. 

As the students marched away, they were joined by 
other demonstrators whom police described as “hoodlums, 
thugs and vandals.” The peaceful demonstration quickly 
turned into q riot. The mob smashed streetcar and bus 
windows, pulled down power lines, tried to burn transit ve- 
hicles. Public transportation. came to a standstill, and all 
police were called to duty. 

Before quiet was restored, more than 100 streetcars and 
busses had been damaged. At least 40 persons were in- 
jured, some 70 were arrested. One veteran police officer 
eaid it seemed as if “the whole city had gone crazy.”

The day Bettyann came home

Five years ago tomorrow seems a long time, measured 
on your fingers. It seems like yesterday to me — the day 
my daughter, Bettyann, came home for Christmas. 

We all know the old sayings: “It can’t happen here.” 
... “Truth is stranger than fiction.”... “It’s a small 
world after all.” Something has happened to all of us to 
which they apply — always unexpectedly. 

I had been president of the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis since its start in 1938; I knew polio 
all too well. I had seen it cripple Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
my former law partner. In the early days after the crea- 
tion of the Warm Springs Foundation and the March of 
Dimes, I watched the lines of wheel chairs grow row 
on row. But I never thought a wheel chair could mean 
anything personal to me. 

Then in July 1950, while I was having lunch in New 
York with Dr. Hart E. Van Riper, medical director of 
the National Foundation, I had a phone call. Bettyann 
was Calling from her home in White Post, Va. “Daddy,” 
she said, “I think I have sonfe of ‘your’ disease . . .” 

Polio! At that moment I was not president of the Na- 
tional Foundation; I was a father whose daughter had 
been stricken. Bettyann was 30 then. She, her husband 
and their five young children lived on a Blue Ridge 
mountain farm that seemed about the healthiest place 
in the world. There had been an epidemic in the south- 
west part of the state, but far from White Post. 

Dr. Van Riper and I hurried down from New York 
and moved Bettyann in an ambulance to a Richmond 
hospital where some of the epidemic victims were being 
cared for. Then I settled down to wait and worry. None 
of the children was stricken, but Bettyann told me her 
left leg, shoulder and arm — plus her back and abdomen 
—— were hit. And then she said: 

“Now look here. I know who’s taking care of me, but 
who's taking care of you?” 

“What do you mean?” I asked. 

“I mean you had better pull yourself together.” 

That broke the tension. In two weeks my daughter was 
moved to Warm Springs, the place I knew so well. There- 
after, as our various schedules permitted, we visited her 
there —her husband, my wife and I. We watched her 
fight her way back to health, asking every day about 
the children back on the farm. She never lost her confi- 
dence. Despite her condition, she even looked forward 
to sharing Christmas with her family. 

And she made it. On’ December 19 1 waited for the 
Culvers at Union Station in Washington, D.C. Down the 
platform came Bettyann, not on a stretcher but in 4 
wheel chair, beaming, loaded down with Christmas 
presents.

ATE IN 1954, reputable doctors notified an aging 
postal clerk that his cancer-stricken wife would 
die. In his grtef he heard about a “cancer 

clinic’ which, he was told, had effected remarkable 

cures. 

This man was no ordinary sucker for fake medi- 
cine vendors. As a postal clerk he had seen the mail 
of such operators stamped “Fraudulent.” He knew 
of the Government's efforts to stop such rackets. 

But the accounts he now received dealt with no 
snake-oils, no mysterious rays, no miracles, no pana- 
ceas. They concerned a “clinic.” To the mailman, as 
to most people, “clinics” meant solemn men in white 
working to save lives — in short, expert treatment. 
He fell for the racket, and a pathetic story began to 
unwind. 

He called the “clinic.” For $500, plus the airplane 
fare (paid in advance), a “specialist” would come and 
examine the patient. Family cash was long gone, but 
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that made no difference to the postal worker. He bor- 
rowed the money and begged the “doctor” to hurry. 

On a Sunday morning, the out-of-state practitioner 
solemnly. examined his patient, then conferred with 
the husband. He said he could not promise a cure but 
claimed he had cured more advanced cases of cancer 
in the past. Medicine, in this instance, would cost 


$400. The grief-racked postman borrowed an addi- 


tional $100, promised to send the rest when he could 
get it. The visitor left. 

A week later — after several doses of the wholly 
ineffective medication sent by the “clinic”? — the pa- 
tient died. 

An extraordinary case? Not at all. Sinyply a pecul- 
larly heartless example — one of pitiful thousands 
— illustrating the slick techniques used today by medi- 
cine’s con men. 

Our records disclose that the same “cancer clinic,” 
whose imposing fake specialist flimflammed the ol@ 
postman out of better than $800, treated more than 


6,000 misguided patients during a recent two-yeal 
period. The medicine these victims received was an 
herb concoction. which a Federal court has found to 
be utterly worthless against cancer. 

No, medical quackery isn’t dead. We still have the 
magnetic-ray belts, the secret salves and tonics. Today, 
however, you can hardly find such articles in any store. 
Medical quackery has simply changed its ground. The 
big operators have modernized it to become more 
dangerous than ever. The death dealers of medical 
fakery now wear the trappings of science and profes- 
sionalism. They may even be located in imposing 
quarters, with white uniforms and gleaming equip- 
ment to impress the prospective customers. 

Today these charlatans lead their victims to believe 
that they can cure cancer, cerebral palsy, multiple 
sclerosis, arthritis — anything and everything. Many 
legitimate medical and scientific centers struggle along 
in surroundings much less sumptuous than quack 
clinics. No wonder the public is taken in. 


Medical ‘fakers use today’s headlines to their ad- 
vantage. For example, the public interest in uranium, 
the source of atomic energy, has resulted in a whole 
series of phony cures. Some promoters in Western 
States who had been unsuccessful in mining uranium 
started charging admission to their abandoned mines. 
They sold tickets to people with arthritis, rheumatism, 
sinus trouble and other ailments, who paid as much 
as $2 an hour to sit inside the mines for “treatments.” 

Other operators actually have put uranium rock in 
packages and sold it. One of them used ordinary 
mattress ticking to make a “therapeutic” pillow. Three 
sizes were manufactured. The small size ($7.50) was 
for sinus trouble. The large size for arthritis cost $30. 

Still other operators set. up uranium “tunnels.” 
Usually these were located in vacant stores and re- 
sembled large closets lined with packages of uranium 
rock, with cushions of the rock on benches along the 
sides. 


Rocks Without Valve 


State and Federal authorities promptly cracked 
down on these ‘operations. Radioactivity from low- 
grade uranium 6re is without medical value..In fact, 
FDA tests showed there is more radioactivity in the 
dial of a wrist-watch than in those rock-stuffed pillows. 

However, exposing swindlers does not always per- 
mit legal action against them. The Food and Drug 
Administration cannot regulate the practice of medi- 
cine. We touch only the interstate*shipment of drugs 
and medical devices. Much money is available to con- 
test every effort we make to enforce the law. 

Bad as it is, medical fakery would be relatively 
minor if its practitioners cheated only hopeless cases. 
In such instances Quack Medicine's offense would in 
reality be simple fraud. But no such limitations are 
possible. ‘The medical gyps often kill people who 
would not otherwise die. Thus their guilt, in many 
cases, is really that of murder. 

In one case a young mother had a good chance of 
recovery before a quack saw her and made a success- 
ful pitch. She had noticed a small lump in one breast. 
Her family physician advised and even arranged an 
immediate operation. Then backyard gossipers told 
the woman about a “wonderful man,” Otto Soles, 
whose treatment, they said, would prevent surgery. 

The patient called on Soles. She found a man 69 
years old living alone in the back room of what had 
once been a grocery. Across the front window was a 
sign, “Keystone Laboratories.’ Soles’ products con- 
sisted of numerous “secret salves,” a hair restorer, 
liquid solder, motor tune-up fluid, a battery additive 
and automobile polish. Incredibly, this formidable 
array of nonmedical products failed to daunt the 
young mother, and she agreed to try Soles’ cancer 
salve. | 

After a few applications and several visits Soles 
advised his patient that her cancer was “dead.” Of 
course, he was just talking. A little later the cancer 
became inflamed and ulcerated. Even then she ac- 
cepted Soles’ diagnosis: a “cold” in the “dead” cancer. 
The unfortunate woman continued under Soles’ treat- 
ment for two and a half years before returning to her 
family doctor. Then she learned that it was too late 
for an operation to save her. Shortly afterward she 
hanged herself with a cord dangling from the call bell 
over her hospital bed. 

Otto Soles was*brought to court charged with prac- 
ticing medicine without a license. The jury found him 
guilty. The judge imposed the maximum sentence 
under state law: $500 fine and six months in jail. 

An even more flagrant case of killing by quackery 
involved a 17+year-old boy with diabetes. This once- 


fatal illness, like many others, has lost its former 
terror but does require careful treatment — frequent 
insulin injections and a strict diet. Naturally, diabetics 
dislike their “shots,” which often are the only insur- 
ance against death. 

For 11 years, the young man lived a normal life 
under the insulin-and-diet treatment. He became an 
architect and earned a good living. One day his father 
and mother overheard a conversation between two 
Strangers about a new “treatment” for diabetes in- 
volving a product, made from cactus, called Sugretus. 
Later, they got some literature which stated that 
Sugretus would eliminate diabetic diet and hypo- 
dermic injections and cure diabetes. 

The most casual inquiry at this stage would have 
elicited damning facts against the producer of 
Sugretus, a man living in San Diego. With no medical 
education, he had been in the roofing business when 
he decided to set up shop as a “laboratory.” More- 
over, he already was under Federal court probation 
for marketing his product as a treatment for diabetes. 

Despite all these facts, the son bought some 
Sugretus; at the same time he was given the name of 
a practitioner in his home town. Under this practi- 
tioner’s care, his insulin intake was first cut in half, 
then discontinued. About 10 days after his last insulin 
shot, the young man came home from work because 
he felt sick. The next day he went into a coma, and 
insulin was injected. It was too late. Two days later 
he died. 

Like Otto Soles, the maker of Sugretus was hauled 
into court. His sentence was a $750 fine and a warning. 

Both Sugretus and Otto Soles’ “secret salve” are 
typical of the products promoted by medical fakers, 
who usually work with two major tools: the secret 
formula and written testimonials. Sometimes these 
are so transparent that they appear ridiculous, but 
sick and frightened people keep on falling for them. 

Unquestionably, the defrauder’s most effective tool 
is the testimonial. These documents — framed, pub- 
lished, shown privately. to patients — serve the medi- 
cal faker two ways. They substitute (remarkably 
well) for the medical degree which he doesn’t have. 
And they tell the ailing sufferer exactly what he wants 
to hear: that a similar sufferer has been cured. 

When legal action threatens, the quack usually 
seeks refuge in testimony of “satisfied” customers. 
Since the passage of the first food and drug law in 
1906, the Food and Drug Administration has had to 
investigate thousands of testimonials. Investigation 
always reveals flaws. These may range from the simple 
case in which the “satisfied customer” did not exist, 
or at least did not know his name was being used, to 
the complicated situation resulting from mistaken 
diagnosis by a reputable physician. 

Fortunately, there are not many instances of mis-

taken diagnosis available for the quack’s use; but 
every big operator acquires a few of these gilt-edged 
“cures.” However, the courts have long recognized 
that even sworn testimonials are unreliable and will 
not admit them in evidence. 

Quack salesmanship often includes attacks designed 
to undermine confidence in accepted treatment and 
in the medical profession itself. In the language of 
the quacks, surgery is “butchery,” and X-ray or 
radium treatments are “cooking” or “burning.” 

Ironically, the most cursory check will usually un- 
mask quackery — but many sick patients don’t want 
to unmask the fraud. They much prefer to believe 
even if their belief is ill-founded. Here, the ethical 
physician can do much to protct his patient from 
quacks. Dr. Charles S. Cameron of the American 
Cancer Society points out, “When the legitimate phy- 
sician gives up the fight, patients naturally seek out 
the cancer quacks... There is no doubt that the 
responsible doctor's place is beside his patient through 
good times and bad. There is never any need to say 
to anyone that all hope is gone — for it never is.”

Medical quackery is one of America’s most des- 
perate health problems, and it is growing daily. The 
Food and Drug Administration can deal with only 
one phase of this problem: interstate traffic in fake 
medicines and phony medical devices. Our manpower 
for this work alone is inadequate. True, the Federal 
Trade Commission and Post Office are also working 
to stamp out medical fakery, to prevent false adver- 
tising and mail-order swindles. But more is needed. 

America needs to wake up to the fact that a cult of 
medical swindlers is at large peddling death and 
fraud. 

We must realize that these evil practitioners are 
criminals and should be dealt with like other criminals. 

Much good work is already underway. This work 
must be expanded. More interest is needed on the 
part of the health professions; so are better state 
medical practice laws and more effective enforce- 
ment of these laws. 

Finally you, the reader of this article, have a public 
duty to be interested in this critical problem. Inform 
yourself about the qualifications and standing of those 
to whom you entrust your life. You wouldn't call in 
a plumber to fix your television set, but that would 
make good sense compared to calling a quack to 
tinker with your health. :

There is talent in every child, believes Mrs. 
Marie Heiss. “It is up to the parents to find that 
talent and help it grow,” she says.

While playing with her older daughter, Carol, 
Mrs. Heiss found the tot — then 2'4 —roller- 
Skating with the zip of a teenager. Two years 
later she took Carol ice-skating, was astonished 
to see her tiny daughter skim breezily around 
the rink. That convinced Mrs. Heiss; she got 
Carol a professional instructor. 

Now 15, Carol (at right on cover) will waft 
onto the ice at Cortina, Italy, next month to 
compete in the 1956 Winter Olympics. A mem- 
ber of the U.S. figure-skating team, Carol is 
rated second best in the world — topped only 
by teammate Tenley Albright, 20. 

Mrs. Heiss didn’t stop her talent hunt with 
Carol.

Ahead, though, are more hard work and 
staggering bills. Each morning Mrs. Heiss routs

her brood of skaters out of bed here at 5:30, 
bundles them off to the New York Skating Club 
in Manhattan. Under the eye of instructor 
Pierre Brunet they practice from 7:30 to 10 or 
later, then trot off to the Professional Children’s 
School. After three or four hours of intensive 
study, they're either back on the ice till 5 in the 
afternoon, or at ballet class (a must for figure 
skaters). 

This schedule is expensive. Brunet’s lessons 
are $6 a half hour for each child; ballet costs 
$10 an hour. There are tutors’ fees when they 
miss school ($5 an hour), skating costumes 
($60 to $80 each), traveling expenses (Carol's 
Olympic trip will be her third skating jaunt to 
Europe, but the first paid one; her mother, as 
always, will pay her own way).

Then he stepped 
down to chat informally with the chil- 
dren and ask questions about Confirma- 
tion. Sharon, eager to answer, raised her 
hand at each question, but the Arch- 
bishop gave each child his or her turn. 
After the informal quiz, he spoke gravely 
about the ceremony ahead. 

“After you receive the Holy Spirit in 
Confirmation this afternoon,” the Arch- 


bishop told the children, “you are made 
strong in the faith and you have a new 
Grace... By receiving the Holy Spirit, 
you will love your God and love your 
neighbor. It will be a terrible calamity 
if you receive the Holy Spirit and love 
God less than you do now. k would also 
be a tragedy if you loved your neighbor 
less ... Ask God immediately after you 
receive Confirmation to make you strong 
in the faith.” 

Concluding his brief talk, the Arch- 
bishop mounted the altar and turned to 
face the congregation. He was an im- 
pressive figure im crimson against the 
flame of six altar candles behind him. 
He extended his hands and prayed that 
God might send the Holy Ghost, with 
His seven gifts, to the children con- 
firmed. Making the sign of the Cross, he 
took his seat in the Faldstool, an arm- 
less straight chair backed against the 
altar between two standing priest-assist- 
ants in cassock and surplice. 

The Master of Ceremonies for the 
ritual, Father Walter Schmitz, stepped 


placed the golden crezier, shaped fike 
the shepherd's crook it represents, in the 
Archbishop’s left hand. The formal cere- 
mony began as the sound of Catholic 
hymns in Latin again swelled from the 
choir loft. 

The children came to the altar from 
their seats by twos, first the boys and 
then the girls. Each child handed to one 
of the standing priests a card bearing 
both family and Confirmation names. 
The youngster knelt devoutly before the 
seated Archbishop. Two sponsors took 
places at their sides, with a hand on the 
right shoulder of each candidate for the 
Sacrament. 

The priest standing on the Arch- 
bishop’s left lifted a small golden vessel 
containing the Holy Chrism, a mixture 
of olive oil and the juice of balsam trees, 
symbolizing Grace.“ The Archbishop 
dipped his right thumb and anointed 
each kneeling child on the forehead with 
the form of the Cross as he spoke a 
prayer and a blessing. He then gave the 
child a light blow on the cheek with his 
open hand, a symbol to remind the child 
that he must be ready to suffer every- 
thing — even death — for the Lord.

As the last two children were confirmed, two alta: 
boys approached the Archbishop, one bearing a vessel 
containing sliced lemon and bread crumbs, the other a 
pitcher of clear water. The Archbishop cleansed his 
hands of the sacred Chrism oils with lemon juice and 
bread crumbs, rinsed them with water, then rose and gave 
the Confirmation benediction: “May the Lord bless you 
from Sion, that you may see the blessings of Jerusalem 
all the days of your life and that you may have eternal 
hfe.” The ceremony was finished. 

Children in the front pews remained reverently silent 
throughout the ceremony, although inevitably there was 
‘some fidgeting. They all were scrubbed within an inch 
of their lives, and it was quite obvious that each boy had 
been to the barber for a fresh haircut. From the adults 
in the rear pews came whisperings and rustlings as fond 
parents craned their necks to keep sight of their off- 
spring. Afterward, in the bright sunshine outside, chil- 
dren met their parents, then headed home for post- 
Confirmation celebrations.

TEEN-AGE TOPICS 


Many parents find it difficult to answer 
their children when they ask about sex 

either because their own knowledge 
is faulty or because their own questions 
to their parents were sloughed off with 
embarrassed evasions. The best ad- 
visers say that children should be told 
the answers to the specific questions 
they ask, but should not be given long 
scientific explanations before they are 
ready for them. Many of you are writ- 
ing to me because you have had diffi- 
culty discussing this matter with your 
parents. Here are some of your letters. 


Q. lam a 12-year-old girl. | have asked 
Mother about sex, but she says she will 
tell me when | am older. | have talked 
about it with a girl friend, but what she 
told me just puzzles me. | think if I'm 
old enough to know the stork didn’t 
bring me | should have an explanation, 
don't you? — S.H., La Junta, Colo. 


A. Girls and boys ask these questions 
at different ages; perhaps your mother 
does not remember being interested in 
the subject so early. Educators know, 
however, that some children begin to 
ask such questions as early as the third 
or fourth year and feel that they should 
be told what they are able to under- 
Stand. 

Some time ago I mentioned a book- 
let put out by the Child Study Associa- 
uon of America. As a result, the 
Association received many requests for 
it from readers of this column. It is 
called When Children Ask About Sex. 
(Write to the Child Study Association 
of America, 132 East 74th St., New 
York 21, N.Y., enclosing 30 cents in 
‘lamps or coins.) Call your mother’s 
attention to the booklet; it may help 
her discuss the subject with you com- 
fortably. 


Q. | am a girl almost 14. My parents 
have reason (they think) to believe that 
| am turning bad. | like boys, but what 
girl doesn’t? At what age is it proper 
for girls to go in cars with good boys? 
At what age is it permissible to smoke? 
— R.C., Fairfield, Conn. 

A. A child that does not have his par- 
ents’ complete confidence is often un- 
happy and defiant. I know that some 
parents are excessively anxious over 


their daughters’ reputations; however, 
it is a very difficult age for parents be- 
causé it is hard indeed to protect chil- 
dren against the very real evils in every 
community. If the relationship between 
child and parent is such that discussion 
of problems seems very difficult or em- 
barrassing, the child should have an 
opportunity to talk to the family doc- 
tor, a teacher or other, adviser about 
the things that puzzle him. 

Parents are usually the best judges 
of just who is bad company for a child. 
Let them meet the boys with whom 
you wish to go in cars, and abide by 
their rules concerning your returning 
home. 

I do not like to see teenagers smoke 
at all. You must work this out with 
your parents. 


Q. | am a girl 12 years of age and 
many people take me for 15 or 16. I 
don’t look a bit my age, except that | 
don't wear make-up. My parents take 
me for a baby; | can’t wear even a dash 
of lipstick. — $.C., Valley Stream, N.Y. 


A. I think your parents are very sensi- 
ble. Most girls of 12 like to pretend 
that they look at least 16. Although 
in some communities girls of your age 
wear a little light lipstick, at least to 
parties, I don’t like to see it even then. 
You have plenty of time in which to 
grow up. 


Q. You are insulting juveniles’ dignity 
and self-respect by persisting in your 
column that we let our parents have the 
final word as to whom we should date, 
when we should be back home and 
other matters of etiquette. | know that 
state laws give our parents the right to 
contro! our lives, and no one should be 
encouraged to try to violate the law, 
but you could use your influence to cor- 
rect those laws. Or are you one of those 
Victorians whe believe we are too 
stupid to run our lives and so should 
stand helplessly by while eur parents 
ruin them for us? — B.L., Salem, Va. 


A. I believe in the protection of 
minors. The parentless “wild children” 
of wartime and postwar Europe are 
pathetic examples of what happens 
when children must fend for them- 
selves.

HOLLYWOOD. 
When Spencer Tracy first came here 25 
years ago, he played the part of a dap- 
per young convict in a prison film, Up 
the River, with another newcomer, 
Humphrey Bogart. 

The picture finished, executives of 
the old Fox company advised Tracy 
that he lacked the indefinable magic it 
takes for stardom. Subsequent screen 
tests by other studios confirmed this 
opinion. Wrote one MGM observer, 
“If this fellow can act, he sure does an 
admirable job of hiding tt.” Cracked 


another, “Spencer Tracy has as much. 


sex appeal as a watermelon.” 

Today, as he approaches the peak of 
his career The Mountain (recently 
finished) and The Old Man and the 
Sea (upcoming) probably are his last 
pictures—— Tracy is good-naturedly 
tolerant of these judgments. 

“The plain truth,” he says, “is that 
| never thought I'd last in pictures. 
Matter of fact, | don’t know how | 
have. Guess it’s luck.” 

This statement is no affectation on 
Tracy's part. At 55, white-haired and 
venerable, he seems genuinely incapa- 
ble of analyzing a success that over 
two and half decades has brought him 
wealth, prominence, two Academy 
Awards, boundless popularity, an ask- 
ing price of $250,000 per picture and 
the rare high regard of both critics and 
colleagues. 

“I'd like to say,” he admits, “that ! 
have a theory about acting. But I don’t. 
it’s just that I was born a sentimental 
Irishman, and I play the parts the way 
they react on me.” 

Clark Gable, one of Tracy's buddies 
— they co-starred in three memorable 
films, San Francisco, Test Pilot and 
Boom Town — feels that Tracy’s suc- 
cess can be attributed in part to the 
catholicity of his appeal. ““He’s got the 
kind of personality,” Gable says, “that 
seems to belong to the common man. 
He has a tremendous range. A woman 
sees him in a movie, and she goes home 
and says to her husband, “Why don't 
you behave like Spencer Tracy?’ Every- 
thing Spence does on the screen seems 
plausible.” 

“He is one of those few actors,” adds 
Elmer Rhoden, chief of Fox West 
Coast Theaters, one of the largest 
chains in the country, “who is hked 
equally well by men, women and chil- 
dren of all ages. For years his name on 
a marquee has meant money in the 
box office.” 

In Hollywood, where he is known as 
“the actors’ actor,” Tracy is credited 
with the introduction of the subdued 


“underplay” technique, the restrained © 


throw-it-away type of acting currently 
in vogue. Whenever he’s making a pic- 


ture thé sound stage is crowded with 
young players come to learn. 

What they see is a painstaking, fin- 
icky actor. No matter how well he does 
a scene, he rarely is satisfied with it. 
“What I try to do mostly,” he says, “ts 
play a part honestly.” 

“What Tracy really does,” says di- 
rector Eddie Dmytryk, “is to watch 
himself in every scene. He rarely goes 
in for broad emotion, and he usually 
directs himself.” 

Carroll Tracy, the stars older 
brother and business manager, points 
out: “Spence is a damn’ good actor be- 
cause he spent years learning his trade. 
He was 30 betore he came to Holly- 
wood, and for years he'd been earning 
a living touring the country as a stage 
actor. Unlike many of the kids who 
get a break in films today. Spence came 
up the hard way.” 

Spencer Tracy was-born on Prospect 
Avenue in East Milwaukee, Wis., on 
April 5, 1900. “My father,” he says, 
“was John Edward Tracy, an upstand- 
ing God-fearing Irishman who was gen- 
eral sales manager of the Sterling 
Motor Truck Company. My mother, 
Carrie Brown Tracy, was descended 
from American colonial stock. Under 
the circumstances neither of them 
wanted me to become an actor.” 


Priest, Trucker or — ? 


John Tracy hoped that his red- 
headed, freckle-faced son would suc- 
ceed him in the trucking business, 
while Carrie Tracy suggested the priest- 
hood as a likely career. (One of Tracy's 
aunts was a nun.) But the boy had no 
fondness for schooling. 

When World War I broke out, he 
quit school for the Navy. He put in 
six months at Norfolk, Va., then was 
honorably discharged with a monthly 
education allowance of $30. Returning 
to Milwaukee, he changed his mind 
again, finished high school and en- 
rolled in Ripon College (Ripon, Wis.) 
with, the notion of becoming a doctor. 
One day his English instructor stopped 
him in the hall. “Tracy,” he said, 
“you're always arguing so much, | 
want you to join the debating team.” 

From debating Tracy progressed to 
dramatics. Suddenly bitten by the act- 
ing bug, he decided to go to New York 
and join the American Academy of 
Dramatic Arts. (Years later Ripon 
College awarded him an honorary de- 
gree in dramatics.) One evening he 
phoned his father and broke the news. 

“It sounds like a silly idea to me,” 
the elder Tracy replied. “But if you 
really want to become an actor, I'll 
pay your tuition if you can live in New 
York on the Government’s $30 a 
month.” Continued on page 23

SPENCER TRACY conrTINUED 


Bad parts once drove 
him to drink. Today, 
things look brighter 


Spencer agreed and moved into a West 56th Sireet 
boardinghouse with a boyhood friend named Pat 
O'Brien, who also had come to New York with dreams 
of becoming a big actor. 

“That $30 a month didn’t go very far,” Tracy re- 
members. “I was broke several days before the end 
of each month. So I studied dramatics as I'd never 
studied anything before in my life. Always in the back 
of my mind was the idea that I'd never have enough 
money to finish the course, and that I'd better learn 
all | could as fast as possible. 

“Pat and I used to read lines to each other. rear- 
range the furniture and pace back and forth doing 
bits of business as if we were in front of the footlights. 
[he other roomers used to yell at us to shut up. When 
| look back on it now, it seems like a lot of fun. But 
at the time it was rough. 

“One week I missed eight meals in a row. I was still 
attending class, but I knew I simply had to get a job 
or starve. I hit every Broadway agent in town. Finally 
| went down to the Theater Guild and asked for any 
kind of work. I must've looked as if I needed it. They 
put me on as a $10-a-week robot in the play R.U.R.” 

In Tracy's second play, The Man Who Came Back, 
he was advanced to a speaking part. He was given 
One line to shout at the end of the first act. The line 
was. “To hell with him!” 

“It wasn’t very much,” according to Mrs. Tracy, 
“but Spence yelled it so loudly he always got a round 
of applause.” 


A Backstage Romance 


The actor met his future wife, Louise Treadwell, 
when both were members of the same stock company: 
they were married between a matinee and an evening 
performance. Louise soon retired from the stage, and 
(oO supplement his earnings Tracy took her back to New 
York and temporarily became a piano salesman. For 
a while he also worked as an auctioneer. Then he 
learned that there was a role open in Ethel Barry- 
more’s Royal Fandahgo company. He got it, but the 
play itself fared none too well. More stock company 
work followed. 

In 1925 the Tracys’ son John was born — deaf. 
This was a turning point in Spencer’s life. To give his 
boy the best medical care available, he threw himself 
into his work with unrestricted energy. 

All told, he appeared in more than 200 plays be- 
fore landing the role of Killer Mears in The Last Mile 
on Broadway in 1930. The play was gradually dying 
when a prison break in Auburn, N.Y., made the front 
Pages. Overnight The Last Mile began to play to 
Standing room only. 

in a matter of months, Tracy was in Hollywood for 
4 convict’s part in Up the River. At that moment an- 
other unknown actor was playing Killer Mears on the 
tos Angeles stage. His name: Clark Gable. 

For the next two years Tracy played “nothing”

Hardly 
anyone remembers them. Many Hollywood veterans, 
however, remember this as “Tracy's drinking period. ” 
Says one friend: 

“He got involved in an emotional problem, his 
son came down with polio and he was getting abso- 
lutely no satisfaction from his work. He began hitting 
the bottle.” 

Tracy himself is retreshingly candid about it. 
“There was a period,” he says, “when I was drinking 
pretty heavily between pictures. I guess it was a ques- 
tion of frustration. | was hoping month after month 
to. get something in which | could make a name tor 
myself. But they gave me nothing but junk. My 
brother Carroll used to come around and say, ‘What 
are you dissatisfied about’? Stick with it. What more 
can you ask? Well, eventually they fired me at Fox 
But I was lucky. Metro took me on and finally | got 
a couple of good parts 


The Big Change 


“| did Riffraff with Jean Harlow, Whipsaw with 
Myrna Loy, Fury with Sylvia Sidney we pul in 4 
lot of 21-hour days on that picture.

And after that people would 
come up and say, ‘You sure have changed. What's 
made the difference” 

“The difference was that | felt | was going some- 
where, accomplishing something. | wasn't just stand 
ing sull.” 

By 1938 Spencer Tracy was the No. | U.S. box- 
office attraction. A year later he won a second Oscar 
(his first was for Captains Courageous) with his sensi- 
tive portrayal of Father Edward J. Flanagan in Boys 
Town. Simultaneously he began to worry whether 


he'd last. s 

“I wonder,” he used to say, “whether the public 
will accept me as a priest...1 wonder if I can get 
away with playing Thomas Edison...1 wonder if I 


can ever play a romantic part.” 

“For years,” claims Eddie Mannix. MGM general 
manager, “Tracy has spent most of his spare time 
worrying. He is without a doubt the world’s champion 
worrier.” 

In 1945, for example, when Tracy decided to re- 
turn to New York to star in the late Robert Sherwood's 
play. The Rugged Path, he drove almost everyone 
concerned to the brink of a nervous breakdown. 

“Suppose,” he would ask the author, “I forget my 
lines?” Or he would approach director Garson Kanin: 
“Suppose we find ourselves playing to an empty house? 
Suppose I louse up the second-act curtain? Suppose | 
can't hold the audience?” 

Eventually, Tracy got so worried that he decided 
to abandon the play before it even opened. At this 
point his friend Katharine Hepburn told him to come 
to his senses, and Tracy snapped out of it. However, 
he has not appeared in a play since. 

For many years Tracy lived in a Spanish-type 
ranch house in the San Fernando Valley where he 
helped ratse two children, John (now 31) and Susie 
(now 23). plus chickens, horses and dogs. Recently 
the house was condemned to make way for a highway, 
and Tracy moved to Beverly Hills. But he still refuses 
to permit photographers or reporters to invade his 
home. 

When I suggested to him that after 220 plays, 59 
films and 25 years of stardom he was entitled to see 
his life story in print, he cocked his white-maned head 
to one side and grinned. 

“I'm not kidding myself,” he said. “In this racket 
I’m just a passing fancy. Who cares about Spencer 
Tracy? In our family it’s my wife who counts.” o
